ON NICARAGUA HT 


Washington, January 22.—(4)—Ac- 
tivity here today with regard to the 
Nicaraguan situation was confined to 
the house of represéntatives, where 
two resolutions dealing with the ad- 


ministration’s policy toward that coun- 
try were introduced by Representative 
Moore, democrat, Virginia. On the 
floor Representative Huddleston, dem- 
ocr: c, Alabama, renewed his criticism 
of the administration and demanded 
that Secretary Kellogg take congress 
into his confidence. 

As for the controversy with Mex- 
ico over application of the new oil 
and land regulations, there were no 
developments here. 

On one of the resolutions offered 
by Mr. Moore, who has been outspoken 
in his criticism of the Washington 
government's policy toward Nicaragua, 
the house was asked to go on record, 
in interpreting the Monroe doctrine, 
as opposed to intervention by the 
United States in Latin-American re- 
publics except when their independ- 
ence was threatened. ‘ 

The other would call for information 
from Secretary Kellogg on various as- 
pects of the Nicaraguan situation, 
and asked whether the Washington 
government was responsible for desig- 
nation of Adolfo Diaz as president of 
the republic.

Ot Seminoles} 


Davie, Fla., Jémuary 22,.— 


Creek Indians from Oklahoma will 
educate the children o¥ their relatives, 
the Seminole Indians of Florida. What 
is said to be the first real school for 
the Seminoles will be opened here 
within two weeks under the direc- 
tion of Mrs, Lena King, Creck Indian 
of Wetumka, Okla. 


Mrs. King is here as a government 
appointee for teaching the Seminoles, 
With, her cdme her husband, Rey. 
William King, also a Creek Indian. 
and formerly a Baptist missionary to 
the Seminoles. They were accom- 
panied by Mr. and. Mrs. William 
Buck of the Oklahoma Creek tribe, 
and will'form the nucleus of a teach- 
ing corps. 

The Seminoles have long been ad- 
verse to attending school and the Rey. 
Mr. King traces the animosity to a 
missionary who, he said, antagonized 
them against schcoling. Only recent- 
ly, it-is declared, the Seminoles were 
reconciled to the idea and this fol- 
lowed closely on the offer by Chief 
Tony Tommy ‘to have his people swear 
allegiance to the United States goy- 
ernment, 

With the/exception of ‘Chief Tommy, 
few members of the tribe at, Davie 
can speak English. They will be 
taught the language together with 
subjects of a rudimentary nature at 
first. Adults will be received with 
children in the classrooms. é 

The. Creeks in Oklahoma and the 
Seminoles in Florida are related trib- 
ally, the Rey. Mr. King said, the Sem- 
inoles being an off-shoot of the Creek 
tribe and called Seminole, which in 
the Creek language means “Wander- 
er.” In the colonial days, before the 
removal of the Indians to the west- 
ern territories, the Creek and Semi- 
nole nations were virtually overlap- 
ped in southern Georgia. The Semi- 
noles refused to be removed by the 
white men, retreated into the fast- 
nesses of Florida and there defied the 
efforts of the “pale face” forcibly to 
remove them. Finally, after many 
wars, they were driven into the re- 
gion of the Everglades where they 
have-since remained, scorning to ac- 
cept the allegiance and protection of 
the whites.

Part of the body of one man was 
wedged beneath the coweatcher. 

With the exception of two of the in- 
jured, who were. started in an ambu- 
lance for Georgetown, the dead and 
injured were placed in the baggage car 
and taken to Taylor. 

Leaps and Escapes. 

Weir Washam, diminutive quarter- 
back of the 1926 football team, leaped 
from the rear of the bus and was un- 
injured, 

About the shattered automobile were 
bits of green and gold cloth from the 
jerseys the Baylor players would have 
worn tonight as they entered the gvm- 
nasium at Austin. Bloody clothes and 
even more gruesome reminders of the 
tragedy were in evidence. 

R. Woolsey, Round Rock 
mayor, an eye witness of the crash, 
sail Coach Wolf was driving the bus.

injured. 

Potter, a freshman student and cf- 
ficial driver of the big university mo- 
tor bus that was wrecked by an In- 
ternational-Great Northern train, was 
at the wheel when the train plowed 
into the big vehicle at a crossing. 

The driver escaped injury with five 
other passengers of the bus, but was 
placed in 
from shock. 

“IT was driving at a moderate rate 
of speed, between 20 and 25 miles an 
hour,” Potter said. “It was raining 
and the windows were steamed up. 

“I did not see the train until some 
one, I don’t know who it was, yelled 
‘look out. 

“I Jooked and the train seemed to 
be about 60 yards from the path of 
our bus. I realized instantly that I 
could not stop, owing to the weight 
of the automobile, and so tried to beat 
it across, and thought I was across 
when the crash came.”

QUESTION LOOMS 


Indianapolis, January 22.—(P)— 
With the probability of having to face 
a demand by operators for a reduction 
in wages, delegates of the United Mine 
Workers of America will assemble in 
convention here January 25 to erystal- 
lize the sentiment of soft coal workers 
on wages and working conditions. 


The convention will pass on all ques- 
tions affecting their organization both 
in the bituminous and ~ anthracite 
fields, but the big problem will be the 
determination of policy to govern the 
actions of a scale committee which 
meets a similar committee of operators 
of the central competitive field at 
Miami, Fla., on February 14. 

On these committees will devolve 

the task of reaching an agreement to 
supplement the present: pact that ex- 
pires March 31. This pact, reached 
in 1924, 
$7:50 a day for common labor. It 
graduated upward for more selective 
classes of mine workers. 
It is generally believed the miners 
are not in favor of a cut in wages 
and may seek an increase. Mine op- 
erators also are as reticent but a re- 
cent meeting of company executives 
of Pennsylvania, Indiana, Ohio and 
Illinois held at Toledo, Ohio, was 
said to have resulted in the majority 
of operators favoring a reduction.

Mix-Up of Checks 


Cartersville, Ga., January 22.—(?) 
An unusual situation has developed 
here because there are two mothers 
in this city with the same name and 
each having a son in the world war, 
the mixup invelving two local banks 
with the government. The two moth- 
ers are named Lula Lewis and the 
postoffice delivered pay checks to the 
wrong woman, who promptly cashed 
them under her indorsement. 

There is no bad faith or criminal 
intent in the affair. The bankers 
knew that the checks were made pay- 
able to Mrs. Lula Lewis, that Mrs. 
Lewis had a son in the war, that Mrs. 
Lula Lewis indorsed the checks and 
received payment from them. and Mrs. 
Lula Lewis, when she got the checks, 
thought they were intended for her. 

The banks, in reply to the demands 
of the government for reimbursement 
of funds paid out, amounting to more 
than $500, say that the payment was 
made to the person they knew to bear 
the name of the payee of the check, 
and therefore are not responsible. But, 
says Uncle Sam, they cashed the 
checks for the wrong Mrs. Lula Lewis. 

One of the: mothers involved is 
white and the other is a negro. The 
soldier boy of. the negro mother or- 
dered the government to-send her cer- 
tain allowances as long as he was ‘in 
the service. The white boy did not 
give such an order. But the mother 
of the white soldier did not know this. 
but she did know that the government 
was sending her checks and thought 
that she had a right to cash them. 

When the negro soldier was in- 
formed by his mother that she was 
receiving no checks he had the gov- 
ernment to investigate, with the re- 
sult that the mixup was discovered. 
The white mother has no money to re- 
pay the government, hence the banks 
are asked to make good. This they 
will refuse to do unless compelled by 
the courts. 


2,000 ARE FROZEN 
TO DEATH IN RUSSIA 


London. January 22.—Two thou- 
sand Caspian fishermen and hundreds 
of homeless waifs have been frozen to 
death at Astrakhan and in Crimean 
and Ukrainian cities in one of the 
coldest winters in the history of Rus- 
sia, says a dispatch from the Moscow 
correspondent of The Daily Mail. 

Passengers on trains have frozen 
hands and feet when they arrive at 
their destinations, and many trains 
are snowbound.

Murder Charges 
Freed on Bond 


Flemington, N. J., January 22.—(/) 
Twelve state troopers held responsible 
by a coroner’s jury for the death of 


‘Miss Beatrice Meaney in the “battle 


of Jutland” on December 21, today 
returned to duty after being freed in 


fore Supreme Court Justice Thomas 
W. Trenchard on charges of murder. 


Harry Hanuway and Leslie Dusen- 
berry, agents of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
whose complaint precipitated. the 12- 
hour siege, were named as accessories 
and were locked up in Hunterdon 
county jail in default of $5,000 bail 
each. 

Two others, Lieutenant Daniel F. 
Rogers, who commanded 24 troopers 
in the siege, and Trooper Alfred K. 
Larsen, who shot James Meaney, a 
brother of the slain woman, were also 
accused as accessories and were re- 
leased in $5, each: All the bail 
was posted by a surety firm. 

The troopers charged with murder 
were those who admitted firing into 
the Meaney farm house where Beat- 
rice’s brothers, James and Timothy, 
held off the troopers all night with 
a gun loaded with birdshot. The 
woman was killed with a bullet which 
pierced a closet wall behind which 
she had been hidden. The siege was 
termed an “unlawful attack” by the 
coroner’s jury. 

In the testimony at the inquest the 
Meaney brothers charged that the S. 
P. C. A. men came to the farm with 
an illegal warrant, charging that cat- 
tle there were underfed and that Lar- 
sen shot James in the knee without 
provocation. Timothy _ testified he 
was brutally beaten after the siege 


and that the su mof $3,000 was  =:iss- 
ing from the premises.

ing from the Hemphill pumping sta- 
tion down Luckie street and out Gor- 
don to Ashby, will be begun shortly, 
Mr. Ashby said.

two projects which will cost $200.- 


000 and $300,000, respectively, and ' 


provide funds for two giant auto- 
matic stokerasto be placed at the two 
pumping stafions and other boiler- 
room improvénients. 

The waterworks department re- 
leased, through Mr. Ashby, figures 
showing that the city can expect a re-

MASS EDUCATION 


/ 


Csuantity production and standardi- 
zation methods of American industry 
are being pressed into service by 
present-day colleges throughout the 
country with “bad effect on mediocre 
students” and “intellectual assassina- 
tion for students superior and really 
clever,” Dr. James Hinton, of the 
English department of Emory uni- 
versity, told the Association of Geor- 
gia Colleges, which ciosed a two-day 
convention at the Henry Grady hotel 
Saturday afternoon. 3 

I'r. Hinton’s criticism of “mass edu- 
cation” followed a plea by Dr. M. L. 
Brittain, president of Georgia Tech, 
for a consolidation of the larger Geor- 


gia colleges, and a warning by Dr. J. 


R. McCain, president of Agnes Scott, 
that state colleges must adopt more 
stage entrance requirements to 
ope with the increase of high school 
graduates for whom no accommoda- 
tions can be provided, 

In discussing a possible remedy for 
“cut and dried courses,’ Dr. Hinton 
saic “the problem is to harmonize 
two systems; one of minute testings 
and recording of partial credits toward 
a degree; the other of broad and flex- 
ible requirements, of continuous work 
aimed at a distant objective that is 


not measured in fragments or credited 


on the installment plan. We need to 


educate the individual, each accord- 


ing to his individual requirements.” 

Dr. McCain, speaking before Dr. 
Hinton, in discussing ways to meet 
the increase of would-be college en- 
trants, advocated tests to determine 
the rapidity and accuracy of the ap- 
plicant’s mental processes, and an- 
othcr designed to determine the dis- 
crimination and scope of his previous 
reading. 

A round table discussion on the se- 
lection of students was led by Dean 
Peyton Jacob, of Mercer university, 
who urged that the association decide 
on the best entrance tests for col- 
lege applicants and put them into 
effect as soon as possible, thus bring- 
ing about the exclusion of the unfit, 
and the inclusion of a ‘“‘great number 
of capable students now denied en- 
trance.” 

The association’s committee on 
standards recommended that the mini- 
mum salary of full professors should 
be at least $2,500 for the full term of 
36 weeks, and a salary of consider- 
ably more than this figure was de- 
fined as “reasonable.” The annual 
income of any college in the associa- 
tion shoyld be at Icast $30,000, of 
which $19,000 should be derived from 
endowments, it was decided. 

Representatives of the Atlanta con- 
vention and tourist bureau met with 
several members of the association to 
foriulate plans for a campaign to 
bring the 1926 convention of the Na- 
tionsl Education association here.

With foreigners from the interior

Ready to rush reinforcements to the 
Chinese trouble zone are 17 vessels in 
the Philippines, under steam and able 
to move at an hour's notice. If they 
go they will carry 250 marines from 
Guam, 250 from Cavite, P. I., and 50 
from Alongapo, P. I., at San Diego 
300 additional marines are waiting em- 
barkation orders. 

Guarding the railroad from Pekin 
to Tientsin is a regiment of American 
infantry, 900 men, who can be used 
only in case of dire emergency as to

In reply, Lieutenant Commander 
Me-Cloy calmly ordered all refugees be- 
low decks, lined his marines and blue- 
jackets along the dock side, cleared his 
decks for action, trained his guns on 
the waiting mob and steamed his re- 
stroyer slowly out into the river. Not 
a shot was fired. 

Fear Display of Strength. 

State department and white house 
officials are impressed with the seri- 
ousness of the situation, but fear any 
overstrong display of force by Ameri- 
can or foreign troops would only serve 
io further arouse the Chinese mobs. 

America has taken the stand of 
abiding in good faith with all pro- 
visions in the Chinese treaties, and 
the only military steps taken are be- 
lieved necessary for the protection of 
lives, 

Meanwhile the Chinese situation has 
crowded the Nicaraguan and Mexican 
turmoils into the background. 

With the senate scheduled on Mon- 
day to diseuss the amended Robinson 
resolution, 
Mexican oil and land controversy, ad- 
ministration leaders believe that Amer- 
ica’s difficulties in that quarter ean 
be settled peacefully. The resolution 
was reported favorably today by the 
senate foreign relations committee. 

Reports from Mexico City indicate 
willingness to arbitrate “in principle” 
differences created by the alien prop- 
erty laws. Calles was reported as 
awaiting the next move for mediation 
from Washington. 


APPREHENSION GROWS 
OVER AMERICANS’ FATE. 

Washington, January 22.--(#) 
Apprehension over the plight of Amer- 
icans in China increased perceptibly 
here today, due to an outbreak of niot- 
ing in the international settlement at 
Shanghai. 

The situation was not clear enough 
in the absence of complete official re- 
ports to permit comment at the state 
department, yet it was obvious that 
the outbreak was regarded in official 
quarters as having ominous possibili- 
ties. 

Chief apprehension in Washington 
arises from the fear that the campaign 
of harassment of foreigners by Chi- 
nese nationalist sympathizers, conceiv- 
ed presumably as a propaganda meas- 
ure to compel early relinquishment by 
the various powers of extra territorial 
rights, may get entirely out of hand.

MORE BRITISH TROOPS 
ORDERED TO CHINA. 


London, January 22.—(/)—Four 
battalions of British troops have been 
ordered to be in readiness for em- 
barkation fer China. ‘his is in ad- 
dition to the 1,000 marines who will 
probably embark at Portsmouth Mon- 
day for the Far East. From India 
came reports that an Indian brigade 
is also preparing for a rapid moye- 
ment. 

The government decided today to 
take the country partly into its con- 
fidence and official communiques an- 
nouncing the new preparations were 
issued by both foreign office and 
war office. ‘There has been consid- 
erable mystification over the contrast 
between the ministers’ constant as- 
surances of a conciliatory policy to- 
ward China and the wnusual naval 
and military preparations which are 
steadily increasing. 

Official circles. still maintain that 
these preparations are nothing but 
precautionary measures for the pro- 
tection of British subjects and in- 
terests and that there is no aggressive 
intention. They assert that. negotia- 
tions with China are continuing, and 
also that, although general conditions 
in China contain the seeds of possible 
grave developments, there is no im- 
‘mediate danger. 

Is Important News. 


A high ministerial authority tonight 
denied that yesterday's cabinet council 
was called owing to the receipt of bad 
news from China. On the contrary, 
it is understood that no news of im- 
portance has been received within the 
last 48 hours from either the British 
minister, Miles Lampsom, or Charge 
O'Malley. 

Press dispatches today indicate an 
improved situation at Hankow, but 
less favorable elsewhere. The report 
that British business houses have re- 
opened at Hankow tends to show that 
Charge O’Malley’s negotiations with 
Eugene Chen, Cantonese foreign min- 
ister, have been progressing satisfac- 
torily. Shanghai dispatches, on the 
other hand. report serious disorders.

The jury recommended 
a two-year sentence punishable as for 
a misdemeanor. 

Stokes was convicted in connection 
with a highway robbery frame-up with 
Grady Pew, who was given the same 
sentence when he was convicted a few 
cs ago.

Organizations Denounce 
World League in Dis- 
charging Miss Florence 
Wilson. 


OFFICIALS PLAN 
ELECTION OF MAN 


Women Leaders Declare 
Place Should Be Given 
to Another Woman If 
American Is Dismissed. 


Geneva, January 22.—(4/)—The 
principle of the equality of women 
with men in international life is be- 
hind a fight now being waged between 
officials of the league of nations and 
international women’s organizations 
representing millions of women. 

So stirred have the international 
organizations become over the league's 
di -ision to terminate the services of 
Miss. Florence Wilson of New York as 
librarian of the league, that a pro- 
teat has been sent to Sir Erie Drum- 
mond, league secretary, and sentiment 
has become so strong that it is pos- 
sible the matter may be aired at the 
next assembly. 

Women Feel Slighted. 

The protest, it was stated, 
bised on the fact that Miss Wilson 
is an American but solely because a 
woman has been forced to leave the 
service of the league without being 
ceplaced by another woman and be- 
cause this action is felt to represent a 
violation of the covenant which de- 
larés that all positions under, or in 
onunection with the league shall be 
pen equally to men and women, 

The protest was sent from London 
oy the international joint standing 
committee of the international wom- 
en's organizations, having its seat in 
London and including the interna- 
tional council of women, the Women’s 
Suffrage association, the Young Wom- 
en's Christian association, the Federa- 
tion of University Women, the League 
for Peace and Freedom, the Interna- 
tional Nurses’ association and the 
World Union for International Con- 
cord, of -vhich Mme. Darcis, of Ge- 
neva, is president. : 

The communication does not accept 
the Jeague’s explanation that Miss 
Wilson’s contract had expired. Mme. 
Darcis, in an interview with the As- 
sociated Press, said that it should be 
clearly understood that women's or- 
ganizations are fighting for Miss Wil- 
son, not because she is an American 
but hecause she is a woman and the 
various women's organizations wish to 
fight for the equality of women with 
men in international life.

Mme, Darcis added that the London

MILES IN HOUR 


London, January 22.—Captain Mal- 
colm Campbell, in his special racing 
automobile, has attained the highest 
speed ever reached by a motor car— 
146.45 miles an hour.

MNARY-HAUGEN 
MEASURE IS READY 
FOR FINAL DEBATE 


Senate Body Approves 
New Bill, Thus Clearing 
Way for Action in Both 
Houses. 


| 


: Washington, January 22.—(#)— 
The new McNary-Haugen bill was ap- 
proved today by the senate agriculture 
committee, the action clearing the way 
for a renewal in both houses of con- 
gress of the perennial battle over farm 
relief legislation. 

The measure, which would levy an 
equalization fee on basic crops with a 
view to controlling surpluses, was re- 
ported recently by the house agricul- 
ture committee, three of whose mem- 
bers, opposed to it, filed a minority 
report today setting forth their views. 

The proposal is now on both the 
senate and house calendars, with pro- 
ponents determined to force a vote on 
it before March 4 adjournment, and 
opponents resorting mainly to the 
Curtis-Crisp bill as a weapon to de- 
feat the equalization fee proyision. 

Managers of each bill plan fo press 
them forward next week with spon- 
sors of the McNary-Haugen measure 
predicting that modifications made in 
the bill will overcome the opposition 
that resulted in its defeat in both the 
senate and house at the last session. 

Chairman McNary declared in a 
statement that his bill “provides a way 
for producers of the basic agricultural 
crops to adjust supply to demand 1{n 
their most profitable markets to their 
best interests,” while the minority re- 
port of the house committee members 
—RKepresentatives Tincher, of Kansas: 
Pratt, of New York, and Fort, of 
New Jersey, republicans, branded the 
measure as “‘more objectionable and 
certainly aore unconstitutional than 
the original proposal presented at the 
last session.” 

The action of the senate committee, 
with two absentees, was unanimous 
and without amendment. Under the 
measure a federal revolving fund of 
$250,000,000 would be appropriated to 
be administered by a federal farm 
board for the export of the surplus of 
cotton, wheat. .corn, swine and rice, 
which ‘would be repaid by an equali- 
zation fee collected against the crops 
at the processing noint. Limitation 
of outstanding loans for any one com- 
modity at one time would be fixed at 
$25,000,000. 

While the senate committee was 
acting, the house agriculture commnit- 
tee approved the Tincher bill to en- 
able members of farmers’ cooperative 
associations to obtain seats on grain 
exchanges.

the sentence. Thus, the mind I had 
was awkward and reckless enough, 
but a sort of Pergasus that shot across 
the trail of the better men’s thinking 
and through the gravest systems of 
philosophy without fear and without 
reproach. But I shall never do better, 
braver traveling in the spirit than I

ENGINEERS PLAN 
BRIDGE DRAWINGS 


Work on New Structure 
To Be Started Within 
Next Few Months, Con- 
struction Chief Says. 


Passage of the Jahuary finance 
sheet has averted closing to traffic 
of the Mitchell street viaduct, and 
that bridge will be kept open while 
reconstruction drawings are being pre- 
pared, it was announced Saturday by 
William A. Hansell, chief of construe- 
tion. 

The sheet carried an appropriation 
of $96,000 to reconstruct the bridge, 
which engineers condemned as unsafe 
for further use, and which Mr. Han- 
sell announced he would be forced to 


close unless funds to strengthen it 
were allocated by council. 


Drawings are now being made, and 
work will begin within the next few 
months, Mr. Hansell said. Every ef- 
fort will be made to speed up the 


work and prevent inconvenient traffic 
conditions as soon as it is once begun. 

Corrosion and wear have so sapped 
the strength of the stays that large 
holes are beginning to appear in the 
steel supports and these presented a 
real menace to heavy vehitles which 
traversed the bridge, Mr, Hansell ex- 
plained in outlining to members of 
city council his action in announcing 
the fact that he would be forced to 
stop its use as a traffie boulevard un- 
less steps to rebuild it were taken at 
once, 

In the event of an accident, the 
chief of construction would be per- 
sonally responsible and subject to 
prosecution on criminal negligence 
charges. Mr. Hansell said he had 
permitted the bridge to be used as 
long as he felt he could, and that some 
action was necessary. 

The city finance committee placed 
the necessary money in the finance 
sheet, and engineers are now, making 
plans to be used in building the new 
structure so that hot cinders thrown 
from engines passing underneath, will 
not cut the steel beams, thus weaken- 
ing the bridge. The supports will be 
encased in concrete, which, it is said, 
is impervious to the cinders. These 
cinders acted much in the same way 
as a hot sand blast furnace and lit- 
erally cut through the massive steel 
beams, but will not be able to reach 
the steel in the new viaduct, Mr. Han- 
sell pointed out.

Man Convicted of Slay- 
ing Deputy Sheriff To 
Be Executed on Jan- 
uary 28. 


Declining Saturday to commute a 
death penalty imposed on Marshall 
Reed, convicted in Walker county of 
murder, Governor Clifford Walker for 
the second time in a week r2fused to 
interfere with sentences in capital 
cases, and as a result; two white men 
will be executed Friday, January 28, 
at Milledgeville unless some legal 
tribunal prevents the electrocutions. 
The governor during the week declined 
to commute a death sentence imposed 
on James A. Swain, of Macon. 

Reed was convicted of killing Clay- 
ton Hearn, a deputy sheriff, at Ross- 
ville, Ga., a suburb of Chattanooga, 
Tenn. He was convicted in Walker 
county superior court and sentenced 
by Judge James Maddox to be execut- 
ed. It was charged in testimony sub- 
mitted in the case that Reed was in 
an automobile and the deputy sheriff 
attempted to arrest him, whereupon 
Reed fired on the officer and killed 
him. 

Swain was convicted in Bibb su- 
perior court on a charge of killing 
Walter Johnson, one of Swain’s for- 
mer employees. Swain was separated 
from his wife and Johnson was paying 
attentions to her, according to the 
testimony. After shooting his wife, 
Swain went to his home and attempt- 
ed to shoot his wife’s mother. He was 
granted one_ respite by . Governor 
Walker, and the state prison commis- 
sion recommended that his death sen- 
tence be commuted to life imprison- 
ment on the ground that Swain is a 
man of low mentality. Governor 
Walker reviewed the recommendation 
of the prison commission but declined 
to change his decision to let the law 
take its course.

It is a sort of insur- 
ance against the meanest of all pov- 
erty, pauperism of the mind and spirit. 

“T wish to congratulate you upon 
being the. first men and women to 
matriculate in the first college which 
begins its curriculum by conferring 
the degree of personal liberty . and 
responsibility upon its students, and 
inviting them t6 an intimate associa- 
tion with your teachers, but leaving 
you free to choose whether you will, 


or will not acquire and assimilate 
knowledge, earn the reward or take 
the consequences. 


“You have been delivered into your | 


hands, and you may be sure the sys- 
tem’ will work like natural law which 
is invincible at discarding the unfit 
and nourishing the fit. In the scrip- 
tures it reads this way: “To him that 
hath shall be given, to him that hath 
not shall be taken away that which he 
hath’—that is His opportunity to ac- 
quire good gifts. 
- Urges Point of View. 

“IT think young people might save 
considerable time and ineffective stuts 
tering morally and mentally if they 


would settle a few questions arbi- 
trarily at the beginning and assume 
a working premise. What I mean Is 
that you must have a point of view 
from which to sight the future. 
“Kor example, each one of you can 
now resolve whether he will or will 
not ebey not only the law, but the 
spirit of the laws of his country. That 
alone will insure your conduct as 
students of this institution, and train 
you for citizenship in the future. If 
you are unwilling to obey the law, you 


should get out, because you require 
another kind of training altogether 
for the new profession’ of outlaws, ; 
and.you are wasting time here. 

“You are fortunate if you have not 
already limited your future with the 
idéa that you have an excessive talent 
and must devote yourself to training 
that. Our best talents are usually 
buried. Education consists in digging 
them up and using them. The finest 
culture that fits every man and wom- 
am for ‘society and ‘success is the 
well-leveloped talent for hard work. 
Endeavor to acquire a highly trained 
coordination between your hands and 
your brain. 

“If you are a young woman and 
labor under the purely romantic il- 
lusion that, yost.bave a literary talent 
which is also first a talent for hard 
work, you have a choice between be- 
ing an author, and the- mother, home 
and heaven career, do not choose the 
literary career. It is far more exact- 
ing and its greatest rewards are not 
commensurate with the peace and sal- 
vation that comes from achieving a 
warm, sun and candlelit home life 
for others. 


Faith Important. 


“It makes no diffence to God 
whether you believe there is a God 
or not. He has predestined you, en- 
doewed you and written His will for- 
ever in your fate and inp all things. 
He has finished the whole equation, 
and it is bound to work, does work, 
world without end and whether you 
have the sense to grasp that fact or 
not. But it is important whether you 
believe or do not believe there is a 
future life, because that faith, or the 
lack of it, profoundly affects your 
character, your relations to society, 
your citizenship and your reliability. 

“Therefore, settle this point. If 
you do not believe in eternal life, say 
so, in order that your fellow men may 
be warned and know the risks they 
are taking by receiving you in any 
position of trust. 

“It is not what a man knows that 
determines his worth or his character, 
but it is the things he hopes and oe- 
lieves. The whole of life is one mi- 
racle or another of illusion. There- 
fore, choose your illusions wisely and 
stick to.them, because you can never 
get beyond one without falling into 
another whether you are a rational- 
ist, scientist or romanticist. 

‘As a rule, sentimentalism is ego- 
tism in tears. /Therefore avoid being 
a sentimentalist in matters of religion 
and citizenship. Both are founded 
upon principles and laws. Emotion- 
alism in religion has done more to 
weaken men’s faith in God than all the 
rationalists and our civilization is 
suffering from a wave of sentimental- 
ism which unfortunately the criminal 
classes dq not share, but by which 
they obtain their paroles to prey in 
upon society. 

Deplores Cynicism. 

“Avoid synicism. Cynicism in youth 
covers a vast ignorance. Young peo- 
ple have just begun to think and 
therefore can be excused for it. If 
you still have it at maturity it indi- 
cates a meanness of mind, a lack of 
faith and noble imagination. In old 
age itis the penalty of pessimism 
that puts out the light when you are 
most in need of light. ; 

“The most‘ignorant man in this 
world is a learned man who not 
know the things along the way he 
has to go. This is the reason why so 
many great philosophers live t* ‘r 
own lives pitably in an attic. They 
have not the sense te practice in actual 
living the wisdoms they teach, and 


this is why you should get your wis- 


dom from men who have had some 
actual practice in living. : 
“Youth is by nature subject to noble 
aspirations, but is too inexperienced 
to know how exhausting and expen- 
sive the upkeep of virtues are. There- 
fore, young men and women are like- 
ly to assume more virtues than they 
can afford. It is like taking out more 
insurance than you can pay for your 
other expenses increase. It is wiser 
and more economical to choose only 
two or three virtues; And if you 
can afford only one, take courage. 
Courage, I do believe, is the father and 
mother of all virtues. It produces a 
proud and legitimate self-respect which 


protects a man from lying, meanness, 
infidelity and every dishonor. 


Refuge of Scamps. 

“Do not liquify your character bv 
becoming .too ‘broadminded.’ LBroad- 
mindedness is frequently the refuge 
of scamps, posing as_ intellectuals. 
They are for making that honest ter- 
rible little word ‘sin’ obsolete, by call- 
ing it ‘consequences.’ The fact re- 


mains that ‘the wages of sin is death,’ 
no matter how much you enlonzate 
the tail of that word. 

“There is no virtue in innocence. 
We are all born that way and without 
a single vestige of morals. To actually 
choose to be virtuous it is necessary 
to have considerable knowledge of evil. 
But the way you get your information 
will go far toward determining the 
quality of your mind and character. 
The most degrading and inefficient tu- 
tor of evil is a bad companion. He 
is hand-cobbled, a ru@e product made 
by an amateur in bad living. Find a 
masterpiece in evil and read it. Study 
it and endeavor to understand it as 
you would one of the dark scriptures 
of men. The two best texts I know 
for this purpose are the Autobiography 


' of Cellinii and The Letters of Erasmus 


by Froude. These are both brilliant 
books written by heroic men, who were 
rascals, one of them as artless and 
conscienceless as a child in his trans- 
gressions, with a truculent faith in 
God that defies description. 
Boosts Brotherhood. 
“Cultivate a shrewd and watchful 
affection for your fellowman. There 
is no finer form of culture than this. 
It. is like studying an unfinished nias- 


, terpfeee, full of faults, but with ele- 


ments of divine beauty. Forgive them 
if they deceive you of cheat you, re- 
membering that you have done likewise 
in a brilliant or bad moment. 
“Remember that the best texts to 
study are not books, but men and 
women. There you will find love, life, 


religion, poetry and philosophy illumi- 


nated and dramatized. Everybody is 
worth knowing if you want to be wise 
and kind. If there is a single man or 
woman in or out of this faculty who 
has assimulated any kind of knowledge 
and combined with it the medium of 
good will, get all he has got and keep 
it until you have assimulated it ani 
made it a part of yourself. Then, only 
are you entitled to claim it as your 
own and to usé@ it without plagiarisinz. 

“Here is a good statement of the by- 
laws in living: ‘Whatsoeyer thinzs 
are true, whatsoever things are honest, 
whatsoever things are just, whatsoever 
things are pure, whatsoever things are 
lovely, whatsoever things are of good 
report, and if there be any virtue, and 
if there be any praise think on these 
things’—not exclusively of course, but 
enough to give the flower and charm 


of dignity and culture to your char-/| 


acter.”

BILLIONS JUGGLED 
IN BiG TAX SUIT 


Detroit, January 2° —(4)—The 
Ford stock tax suit hearings are to 
be resumed Monday. The government 
claims a big sum_in additional taxes 
on a big transaction in stock of a tre- 
mendous corporation. A big array of 
legal talent on each side plans pres- 
entation of a great mass of evidence, 
including testimony by biz men in the 
automobile industry. Big figures pre- 
dominate. 

Fred H. Dieh! ~esterday testified 
to four and one-half biilion dollars’ 
expenditures in his time as purchasing 
agent for the Ford Motor company. 
Some astonishment might be expected 
at the statement of a sum in excess 
of the estimated cost of running the 
United States government for the next 
fiscal year, but there was not a 
murmur. Spectators had been worked 
up to the billions gradually through 
steps of $5.547.84, next $1).489.34, then 
$30,000,000, and then $240.000,000 
and finally $760,000.00). They al- 
ready were quite ready for billions. 

The approximate $3,509 is what the 
government contends should have 
been the basis of tax on the sale of 
Ford minority stock in 1919. The 
$9,500 figure was used. The govern- 
ment therefore claims the $30,000,- 
000 due as additional taxes. The fig- 
ures in the hundred i:uillions have 
been set by experts as vaiues of the 
Ford company at various times. 

Counsel for stockholders who sold 
out to Henry Ford in 1919 might 
seem the more lavish to casual in- 
spection, for they are constantly try- 
ing to prove higher figures correct 
than is the government. Actually, 
however, they are trying to reduce the 
treasury department’s $20,000,000 bill 
to zero by showing the valuation was 
not set too high.

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Chicago, January 22.—()—Butter 
markets during the week ending Jan- 
uary 22 followed a rather erratic 
course, 

Opening in a fairly steady position 
Monday, the advances effected late in 
the previous week were evidently a 
little too sharp. Buyers for consump- 


tive trade did not take kindly to the 
higher prices and curtailed their pur- 
chases. The withdrawal of this sup- 
port caused. accumulations in most 
quarters, principally of fancy butter, 
and in an effort to clear floors deal- 
ers adopted a free selling policy. 

New York and Philadelphia were 
perhaps the weakest of the four large 
markets as the price on 92 score at 
those points declined sharply on Wed- 
nesday; 92 score at New York and 
Chicago is barely quotable at the same 
figure as there is usually a spread 
equal to the approximate amount of 
the transportation costs between Chi- 
cago and New York. 

As prices declined to lower levels 
from day to day, the feeling that'a 


receivers began to relax in their ef- 
forts to move butter. This relieved 
the situation somewhat and at the 
close the markets all appeared a trifle 
steadier but were still far from firm.

If Uncle Henry is putting his money 
into a new radio company or if he 
is exploiting a new invention with his 
own funds, it is obvious that he be- 
lieves his commitment will be profit- 
able and that he is well-intentioned 
he advises his relatives and 
friends to put their money in also. 

But. benevolent and honorable mo- 
tives tell nothing about whether or 
not dividends or interest will be paid 
regularly. If Uncle Henry knows the 


radio business, the character and abil-! 


ity of the men ‘behind the company, 
if he has had wide experience in pick- 
ing safe and profitable investments, 
his Judgment may be relied upon to a 
great extent. But if he knows little 
or nothing, as is usually the case, 
about a particular company or busi- 
ness, if his financial experience is 
meager, it is Just as foolhardy to in- 
vest money on his advice as it would 
be to invest on the word of a stranger. 

There is only one safe, logical and 
/ worthy source ‘of financial advice for 
the small and inexperienced investor 
and that is his banker or an invest- 
ment house of proved imtegrity and 
experience. Commercial ard invest- 
ment bankers are called upon daily to 
determine credit relations; their own 
financial well-being depends upon the 
soundness of their judgments in these 
matters. It is legicul, therefore, that 
men who make a business of invests

“OY!” CRIES MR. GIBSON, FIGURATIVELY SOCKED 


OUT, AND TAKES HIM BACK 


LETS GIBSON

New York, January 22.—Gene Tun- 


ney has come in for some random 
abuse as an ingrate since he won tke 
heavyweight championship and gave 
his manager, Will Gibsoa, a refined 
but positive push in the countenance, 
and so it will round the record of 
this celebrated divorcement and recon- 
ciliation to state why Tunney did this 
and on what terms he took Gibson 
back. 

After Tunney became champion by 
the casual process of tapping a docile 
and mysteriously su'missive Jack 
Dempsey repeatedly on the check, he 
began to evinee displeasure with Mr. 
Gibson, who had bought him from a 
previous manager for $3,500 a few 
years years before. Tunney weighed 
about 180 pounds at the time of the 
purchase, so it may be deduced that 
Gibson bought him for about $20 a 
pound, which is considered just a 
fair price for ordifaary cauliflower. 
But now that he has won the cham- 
pionshi, Tunney became a priceless 
possession and Mr. Gibson was dream- 
ily contemplatine this magnificent 
rise in his investment whea Tunney 
allowed him to infer that thenceforth 
they were to be as strangers. 

N..turally, this wounded Mr. Gibson 
in the most sensitive spot in the hu- 
man anhtomy, the region of the bank 
roll, and he leaned out of the win- 
dow of his office, yelling “oy!” which 
is a cry of distress that he learned 
from Benny Leonard during their 
long, harmonious and lucrative af- 
filiation. 

Mr. Gibson’s Cry. 

“Ov!” cried Will Gibson. 

“What is the matter?’ the friends 
of Mr. Gibson inquired. 

“Gevalt!” exclaimed Mr. Gibson, 
quoting further from the expressions 
of Benny Leonard. “I think my guy 
has divorced me. I don’t care about 
the principle of the thing, you under- 
stand, but the money!”

Tunney Becomes Annoyed.

From a major, 
minor, pusillanimous or what have you 
standpoint, it must be conceded that 
the 282 basketball teams practicing 
tlreir pageantry in the Gate City are 
something to marvel at. 

There are few men playing on more 
than one team. Considering that each 
of the 282 teams has a working staff 
of 10 regulars or alternates, then 
that would make close to 3,060 per- 
sons, male and female, shooting at 
basketball baskets at one time or an- 
other. Drawing the obvious couclus- 
ion, the Atlanta business of those 


concerns making basketballs and the 
attendant paraphernalia, have no hard 
time kick whatever. 

Very Few Courts. 

And all of this in face of the fact 
that there are marvelously few courts 
in existence in this city on which 
the game can be played. The courts 
used in Atlanta can be counted on 
the fingers of two hands, and if you 
started to count the teams on the fin- 
gers of any hands, then enough hands 
to stretch from Boston, Ga., to a 
point somewhere else’ in Georgia, 
would have to be called in. Even at 
that it would be more hands than a 
bridge fan holds in a month, and 
any one of them would be a lot bet- 
ter hand than you could get in an 
ordinary poker setto. 

‘Take Emory university for instance. 
Emory refrains from indulgence in in- 
tercollegiate sports, fearing perhaps, 
that in this day of spoiled sportdom 
the promising young barristers, jour- 
nalists and medics being turned from 
its doors with degrees would gather 
some undesirable ideas about slough- 
ing and other attributes to athletes 
not mentioned in the Ten Command- 
ments. But Emory has only 36 bas- 
ketball teams. They are class. fraterni- 
ty, free-lance and other designated 
organizations. But they play basket- 
ball. 


Tech Has Several. 

Tech has a goodly quota in addi- 
tion to its fundamental varsity and 
freshmen organizations. Oglethorpe 
ditto. These organizations, that is the 
aggregations boasting no popular iden- 
tity, begin their training with ofttimes 
small knowledge, and end it with less. 

There are teams here and teams 
there. ‘Teams all about. Some of 
them are good teams and some are 
not. Some are of the mongrel type 
known as indifferent and some are 
downright rotten, but they all play 
basketball.

‘Chicago, January 22.—(#) —The 
present amateur rules of the National 
Lawn Tennis association are in need 
of extensive revision, the delegates to 
the annual meeting of the Western 
Lawn Tennis association declared to- 
day, especially as to expense accounts 
for players. 

Only a small number of bonafide 
amateurs would be left to compete in 
the principal tournaments if the pres- 
ent rules on expense money were rig- 
idly enforced, James C. Stewart, 
newly-elected president, said. 

The rule which bars from tennis 
athletic instructors in other sports 
should be eliminated, the delegates 
said, in selecting Mr. Stewart as their 
representative on the national execu- 
tive committee. 

Expense accounts at many tourna- 
ments have grown to such proportions 
that many players are “living off the 
game” and still are classed as ama- 
teurs, Mr. Stewart said. | 

“If we enforce this rule, according 
to the exact letter,” declared E. J. 
Stevenson, Detroit, “we will have 
only a comparatively small number of 
players left to compete in our tourna- 
ments. We should either modify the 
rule or elsé apply it strictly, which 
will mean the yirtual end of our tour- 
naments.” 

The 15 delegates from five states 
in the western assoCiation, in select- 
ing James C. Stewart, of Chicago, as 
their representative on the national 
executive committee, authorized him 
to demand action from the national ase 
sociation along this line.

Motorists throughout the United 
ed States would do well to give 
attention to the gasoline tax sit- 
uation. 

While at first glance the gaso- 
line tax would seem to be a very 
logical and just method of placing 
the burden of paying for roads on 
those who use the roads most and 
especially through those states 
which are used extensively for 
tourist travel may collect from mo- 
torists from other communities. 
The danger that now presents it- 
self is that legislators, finding the 
gasoline tax an easy source of in- 
come will continue to raise the 
size of the assessment per gallon, 
devoting the funds accruing to 
many other purposes than the 
building and repairing of high- 
ways. 

At the present time 43 states 
and the District of Columbia 
have a gasoline tax ranging from 
1 to 3 cents per gallon. Figures 
available tend to show that in a 
number of staies a small part of 
the tax raised goes to building, the 
balance into a general fund. It 
is estimated that in seven states 
having a gasoline tax at le&st $11,- 
000,000 paid by motorists such 
taxes went for other purposes than 
read building. One state is nsing 
this income to retire old railroad 
bonds. 

Just how far state legislators 
will go in the matter of gasoline 
tax is debatable. Certainly the 
situation is one which should have 
the attention of motorists threugh 
their automobile clubs and associ- 
ations.

HEINZ PREDICTS 
PROSPEROUS YEA

Prospects of an unprecedented era 
of good times over the entire south- 
east are glowing in the opinion of Hen- 
ry C. Heinz, nker, ‘business ~mar 
and secretary-treasurer of Dinkler 
Hotels, Inc., expressed in a summary 
of conditions upon which he bases his 
prediction.

BALANCE EXPLAINED 


Autumobile owners are acquiring a 
smattering of scientific jargon through 
a desire to know more about their 
As a result they have added to 


their vocabularies such words as 
“static and dynamic balance.” 

The relation af static. and dynamic 
balance to an automobile engine is ex- 
plained by Earl Smith, ‘chief inspec- 
tor of Olds Motor works. . 

“Static balance refers: to that bal- 


‘{ance of a circular disc or shaft when 


it is not in motion,” he explains. “A 
good example of lack of static balance 
is the ordinary automobile wheel. 
This lack’ of balance is due to the 
weight of the valve stem. which causes 
that part of the wheel to turn to the 
bottom when the wheel is raised off 
the ground. . Incidentally, Oldsmobile

wheel balance may appear to be a 
negligible factor to the layman, Olds- 


mobile engineers have definitely proven 
that it adds materially to smooth 
road performance at high speeds. 
“‘Dynamic balance refers to the bal- 
ance of the shaft when it is in motion. 
A crankshaft may be statically bal- 
anced but out of balance dynamically. 
The lack of dynamic balance in the 
shaft may be due to an extra weight 


on the right side at one end and a cor- 
responding weight on the left side of 


the other end. These opposing weights 
balance the shaft perfectly when it is 
not in motion, but when it is rotating 
they set up an irregular action of 
centrifugal force which pulls the shaft 
out of line.at both ends, 

“The General Moters corporation 
has just perfected a new testing ma- 
chine for determining the static. and 
dynamic balance of a crankshaft and 
one is now being used at Olds Motor 
works. The element of friction is 
eliminated in this test by running the 
shaft in a vertical rather than a 
horizontal position. The upper end 
is held rigid while the lower is. held 
by spring . controlleu rollers. Any 
lack of balance is automatically record- 
ed on a chart. Both ends of the shaft 
are.similarly’.tested. 

“The chart records any lack of bal- 
ance in the shaft and excess metal is 
removed to bring it intv balance. The 
shaft is again tested and a final test

NeW AIR COOLED 
MOTOR PASSES TEST 


A 50-hour block test of a new 525- 
horsepower air-cooled airplane engine 
.developed’ for the United States navy 
and heralded as the most powerful air- 


cooled motor in the world, was. com- 
pleted last week at the Patterson, N. 
J., plant of the Wright Aeronautical 
corporation, where it was designed and 
built. The engine showed no jill ef- 


fects from the gruelling run ard after 
it was dismantled was ‘declared to be 
in perfect condition by H. L. Sterber, 
resident navy inspector from the bu- 
reau of aeronautics, who supervised 
the trial. : 
Attempts have long been made by 
airplane companies to develop a 500- 
horsepower air-cooled engine that 
would be suitable for use in the larger 
bombing plates of the navy and com- 
pleté the trial of air-cooled engines of 
graduated power that is contemplated 
under the present navy program. 
Because of the secrecy imposed, 


however, no information was disclosed 
excepting that the new engine devel- 


ops 525 horsepower and fs to be call- 
ed the Cyclone. It is said to be a big 
sister to the 200-horsepower Wright 
Whirlwind motor, now in wide mili- 
tary and commercial use and the kind 
that carried Lieutenant Commander 
Byrd to the north pole. The new mo- 
tor is of the radial type with nine 
cylinders arranged in the form of a 
star, the cylinders remaining station- 
ary. 

As soon as the Cyclone engine has 
had the required air tests, the Wright 
company plans to put it into produc- 
tion, but solely on a military basis. 
The Wright company has already an- 
nounced that it no longer desires to 
build water-cooled engines of the 200- 
horsepower class.

Prospects for radie control ‘legislation 
at this session of congress brightened 
today when senate and house conferees 
tentatively agreed to a compromise 
designed to clear up admittedly chaotic 
conditions prevailing at present. The 
agreement probably will be put to a 
yote of the conferees next Wednesday. 

The compromise, which for a year 
would virtually put into effect the 
control machinery proposed in the 
hill passed by the senate and there- 
after the program provided for in the 
house measure, would create a €om- 
mission o. five members to be ap- 
pointed by the president. 

For one year the commission would 
have authority 1 grant, renew and 
revoke broadcasting licenses and to 
make regulations with the secretary of 
commerce having general administra- 
tive charge of the situation.

TO CONVERT SETS 
FOR LOW WAVE USE 


Cincinnati, Ohio, January 22.—The 
Crosley Radio corporation announces 
a new product in the form of a unit 
designed to adapt any receiving set to 
the reception of short waves. This 
product will be known as the “Lo- 
wave,”’ 

At present practically all receiv 
ing sets are built to tune in only on 
stations broadcasting on wave lengths 
in the band from 200 meters to ap- 
proximately 550 meters. In the mean- 
time experiments in short wave broad- 
casting have been conducted and sey- 
eral stations including KDKA at Pitts- 
burgh, and WGY, Schenectady, are 
broadcasting on short waves as well 
as their standard wave lengths. . 
WLW, the Crosley station at Cin- 
cinnati, will begin broadeasting almost 
immediately on a supplementary short 
wave of 52 meters in addition to its 
regular wave length of 422.5 meters. 
The new device makes it possible 
for radio listeners to use their old 
sets to hear the new short wave 
broadeasts.”” There is every reason 
to believe that short wave broadcast- 
ing will become general in, the near 
future. 

The new Crosley product looks like 
a small radio set, about one-third of 
the standard size. When it is con- 
nected with the receiving set it en- 
ables reception between 20 and 80 
meters and does not in any way in- 
terfere with reception of longer waves.

The attainment of natural repro- 
duction is no more dependent upon 
the loud speaker than upon the re- 
ceiver with which it is used, in the 
opinion of I. G. Fulten, of Fulton 
Bros, Electrie Co., well-known local 
radio merchants, Explaining further, 
Mr. Fulton says: “Radio fans gen- 
erally blame the loud speaker for 
whatever +eficiencies in reproduction 
are experienced, whereas the trouble 
often lies in incorrect receiver design. 

“Wherever distortion is noted in re- 
production it is usually because of lack 
of sufficient bass to form a correct 
balanee for the treble. It is difficult , 
to design transformers capable of pass- 
ing the deep bass notes. 

Then, ioo, there is the preblem 
of tubes. ‘The tubes, especially in the 
audio system, must have sufficient 
power cupacity to amplify the signals 
without becoming overloaded and dis- 
torting them. Unless a power tube is 
employed in the last audio stage, these 
tubes will become overloaded.

“Columbus and the New World” 


Mrs. W. F. Quillian was hostess ta 
the Macon History club Monday after. 
noon at Wesleyan college. Heading 
the program was the quotation from 
Joaquin Miller’s poem, “Columbus :” 
He gained a world, he gave that 
world its grandest lesson. O, sail on,” 
and in her excellently prepared and 
interesting paper on Columbus, and 
the great new world, Mrs. (Charles 
©. Stone very strongly brought out 
his strength and determination, and 
nobility of purpose which chzracter- 
istics enabled Columbus to give to 
future generations that great lesson. 

She gave a history of the great 
explorer from the time as a lad with 
a reflective mind, a poetic imagina- 
tion, and a strong love of adventure, 
he strolled the streets of Genoa and 
gazed upon the majestic ships, and his 
childish spirit was roused to visit dis- 
tant lands, through the time of his 
great adventure and subsequent tri- 
umphs and vicissitudes. 

Describes Struggles. 

She described his struggles, after 
coming to the conclusion that the 
world was round and determining to 
make a voyage to find what lay be- 
yond the sea, to finance the project 
and his sailing thus. “It was early 
in the morning of August %, 1492, 
just as the sun was rising over the 
billows of the ocean when: the little 
fleet spread its sails for the most ad- 
venturous and momentous voyage éver 
recorded in the history of the world. 
It was perhaps the bravest exploit 
ever undertaken, for he was sailing 
not along the coast but straight out 
into the sea of darkness, as the At- 


lantic was called. Every minute far- 


ther and farther from the ohfly land he | 


really knew. Surely history shows 
fewer sublimer figures. 

Mrs. Stone drew a picture of the 
landing of Columbus in the new world 
and his return in triumph to the court 
of Spain and told of the later voy- 
ages and the trouble which beset him 
upon his final return to Europe when 
after the death of Isabella, Ferdinand 
was cruelly deficient in any practical 
recognition of the necessities of the 
world weary admiral, she said. 

“At length he became convinced 
that there was no hope of help from 
Ferdinand. Upon his bed of suffer- 
ing he wrote the following despairing 
letter to a friend, ‘It happens that his 
majesty does not think fit to fulfill 
that which he, with the queen, who is 
now in glory, promised by word and 
seal. For me to contend to the con- 
trary would be to contend with the 
wind. I have done all that I could 
do. I leave the rest with God, who 
I have ever found propitious to me in 
my necessities.’ 

“There is something inexpressibly 
sad in the death of this infirm but 
heroic man wrecked in body and mind 
by the storms of one of the most tem- 
pestuous of earthly lives.” 

Course of History. 

“Far seeing as Columbus was, he 
could have no conception of what his 
discovery meant to the world—that 
the course of history would be en- 
tirely changed, that prosperous, pro- 
gressive nations should grow up in 
the new hemisphere which he had dis- 
covered, he never imagined.”

The Austell Woman’s club was or- 
ganized in 1913, after a long contro- 
vorsy as to which kind of club was 
needed most. It was federated in 1914. 

The members of the club felt the 
need of organized effort to help with 
the problems of the town, and follow- 
ing the dictates of the federation, 
held clean-up weeks, swatted the 
fly, fought germs and carried out any 
worthy movement. 

Finally the members conceatrated 
on a library, starting with less than 
100 volumes, and today there are 
about 1,800 volumes in a free cir- 
culating library t1:aintained entirely 
by the efforts of our club. 

Every club has a dream, and in 
almost every case that dream is a 
clubhouse. ‘The Austell club, being 
no exception to the rule, also dreamed 
this dream. Duriag the strenuous 
years of 1917-18 we forgot this dream 
and during the period of reorganiza- 
tion after the ‘world war still forgot, 
but this could not last with a band 
of ener ‘etic women. So in 1922 the 
original room was built, which has 
grown to three, and in which we have 
our library. 

The library is opened once a week 
to the people of the community. The 
clubhouse is used for the club meet- 
Wags and as a community center for 


young people.

The officers of the Austell Woman’s 
club are as follows: President, Mrs. 
Mae C. Harber; first vice president, 
Mrs. C. D. Rutherford: second vice 
president, Mrs. J. M. Westmoreland ;

The library has always had first 
consideration from each member of 
the club. It is maintaimed entirely 
by the members, no outsice help has 
ever been asked. Mrs. W. A. Beattie 
has been directing head ever since the 
organization of the library. She has 
been assisted in this work by Mrs. 
G. H. Fraser, Mrs, Vharkes Wallace, 
Mrs. A. H. Irvine, Mrs. W. F. Col- 
lar and Mrs. A. B. Karwisch. We 
buy new books as often as we can. 
Only last week we added 16 new vol- 
umes of fiction, two of them being for 
girls. 

Of course, we have to make the 
money for this, and it is usually due 
to the efforts of this committee that 
we get the funds together. 

This library is the only one in this 
section and furnishes books to the 
people outside the city limits, too, free 
of any charge. 

A special ruling allows the school 
children the use of any book fa con- 
nection with studies. These boys and 
girls patronize the library more than 
any other citizens. 

Each month there are two ladies 
(members of the club) appointed by 
the president to take charge of the 
library, which is always accepted as 
one of the duties as well as pleasures. 

Thus, the cost of a paid librarian 
is eliminated and more money is put 
into the book fund. But this library 
committee, under the direction of Mrs. 
Beattie, has active charge of the li- 
brary every day in the year.

SMITH AND VARE ON SKIDS. 

The refusal of the senate to seat 
Frank L. Smith, of Illinois, under 
a commission from the governor of 
that state to fill the unexpired term 
of the late Senator McKinley, was 
anticipated. 

While it does not bear diréctly 
upon his fate when he presents his 
election credentials for the full 
term on the 4th of March, it very 
clearly indicates that there will have 
to be a clearing up of the primary 
corrupt practice charges, filed be- 
fore the Reed committee, before he 
will be permitted to serve. 

Further investigations are to be 
made—which can be more thorough 
under a recent decision of the su- 
preme court—than when the héar- 
ing was recently conducted. 

It is interesting to note that the 
vote on Smith was neither a party 
vote nor did it show a democratie- 
insurgent alliance against him. 
Four democrats, at least three of 
whom are conservatives, voted in 
favor of seating him, on the con- 
Stitutional ground that he should 
be seated on appointment in recog- 
nition of a state’s sovereignty, with- 
out regard to his election certificate, 
while a number of old-line conserva- 
tive republicans like Jones, Robin- 
son, Stewart, Dale, Cousins, and 
others, voted against seating him. 

If, as is obvious to any student of 
public affairs, further investigations 
SuStain the original testimony as to 
excessive use of funds in the pri- 
mary, and the alleged huge contri- 
butions by utility interests to the 
Smith campaign, the vote of Thurs- 
day is an unmistakable indicator of 
the senate’s determination not only 
to deny admission in the 70th con- 
gress to Smith, but also to Vare, of 
Pennsylvania, against whom are 
identically the same charges resting 
and sustained by equally as strong 
testimony before the senate com- 
mittee. 

In the event the latter is denied 
a seat there is a strong possibility 
that former Secretary of Labor Wil- 
son, democrat, may be seated. 

Fact is, though Pennsylvania is 
a rock-ribbed republican state, Wil- 
son, due to the strong anti-Vare 
vote that was polled for. Wilson, re- 
gardiess of party affiliations, came 
to Philadelphia in the November 
elections with a clear majority. 
The heavy Vare vote in that city 
gave him the certificate. That vote, 
however, is being contested on the 
grounds of fraud, and the Reed 
committee, by mandamus, is now-in 
possession of the Philadelphia bal- 
lots.

Many years ago a great teacher 
said, “beware of covetousness.” I 
haye no doubt that warning has been 

needed always, but 

1 J wonder if wealth 

is not more attrac- 

tive now than ever 

before. If am 

right, the reason 1s 

to be found in the 

fact that money 

has a greater pur- 

chasing power 

than ever before. I 

mean by that, 

“there is a greater 

variety of things 

to be bought, a 

greater variety of 

service which can 

be purchased, and 

more privileges, and power, beyond 

the imagination of our fathers, which 

are for sale. Life presents itself to 

the eyes as a gorgeous procession of 

luxury, ease, beauty, and power, And 

each prize has its price. When this 

procession comes floating by, in ex- 

quisite ease and spectacular beauty, 

one does indeed need to “beware of 
covetousness.” 

One need not discount the value of 
possessions, nor the desirability of 
men seeking them. But this same 
great. teacher added another funda- 
mental truth which we do need to re- 
member, “man’s life consisteth not 
in the abundance of the things which 
he possesseth.” Wealth has its im- 
portant place and purpose ims life, 
but its real value to the welfare and 
happiness of men has been magnified 
out of all proportion to its service to 
human happiness. The idea has be- 


come too popular that a man’s happi- 


ness in life is proportionate to his 
success in accumulating possessions, 
Possessors or Possessions? 

It might be well to ask, what part 
do possessions play in a man’s life? 
What can a man get out of his riches? 
The answer comes at once, it depends 
upon the man himself. Instantly we 
see that the true value of the posses- 
sions depends, in a large measurt, 


| the personality of the possessor. 
i 


s true then, that life does not de- 
pend entirely upon the “abundance of 
the possessions,” but that it also de- 
pends upon the possessor. We need 
only to picture to ourselves a2 man so 
rich that he has an unlimited purchas- 
ing power, but who is a dyspeptic, 
and who is deaf and blind, to see how 
almost worthless possessions may be 
to the possessor. ‘Watch the springy 
step of that athletic woodsman, catch 
the glint of the reflected glory of the 
clear winter day in his unspoiled 
eyes, and then contrast him with that 
worn and wrecked frame, with cheeks 
wan and eyes dulled, who rolls by in 
cushioned luxury. We quickly see 
health is worth more than wealth. 
Of course, all poor men are not 
and all rich men are not 
sick, but I am simply trying to keep 


of a great painting, a sunset, or a 
poem, be as blind as a mole, The 
ear of the body may be as keen as a 
hunted deer’s, and yet, in the great 
concert room, be pitiably deaf. 

Life Within. 


Think of the man, and there are so* 


many, who has spent his life amassing 
things, without developing the finer 
spiritual faculties of his personality. 
He can buy a great lilbgary, but get 
just the joy out of it that a baby 
would out of a telescope. The great 
house in which he lives, with its 
beauty and art, is not his, . He has 


a legal control, but no real possession. | 


The trained eye and-responsive soul 
of some man who lives in severest 
economy, after an hour's visit, carries 
more of these possessions away in his 
spirit than he had acquired in a life- 
time. Travel to the uncultured 
means mere movement. The cultured 
man sees more of the mystery, wis- 
dom and beauty of the world in a 
day’s walk around his town, than the 
uncultured man in a trip around the 
world. 

I am trying to say that life is found 
within and not without. Things on 
the outside can make a rich contribu- 
tion to this life, but only to the ex- 
tent that the spirit has the capacity 
to appropriate the true, the beautiful, 
and the good. So, in importance, the 
possessor must come first, and after- 
ward the-things to be possessed. 

The really rich men of this world 
are nat necessarily those who have ac- 
cumulated large material possessions, 
but those who have spent their lives 
broadening their visions and sym- 
pathies and accumulating a_ great 
variety of human interests. We pity 
the man whose soul does not respond 
to the beauty of a picture of a land- 
scape and whose teelings do not throb 
in response to a great orchestra. He 
is to be pitied, but more pathetic than 
he is the man whose heart does not 
respond to the appeal of a breaking 
heart, whose spirit does not shout for 
joy at the triumph of right over 
wrong, and whose soul cannot bow in 
surrendered reverence before the high 
and holy. 

Riches of Life. 

So we may conclude that it is vastly 
more important what you are than 
what you have. He who gets the 
most out of this world is not neces- 
sarily the one who has legal posses- 
sion of the most, but he who is able 
to apprehend with his mind, to re- 
spond in his feelings, to answer in 
his aspirations, and to include in his 
sympathies, the most of human ex- 
periences. God has filled this world 
with a wealth of the purest, keenest 
and highest joy’ for the man who is 
able to appropriate it, The real store- 
house for such riches is a man’s mind 
and heart.

Whether the new

ularity remains to be seen—the com- 

plications of that and the reaction of 

the American people to it are not to 

be foretold. The farm situation, on 

the other hand, has clarified itself dur- 

ing the present week. What will hap- 

pen about the farm issue in politics 

seems fairly clear for some ten or 
eleven months ahead. 


The farm discontent has expressed 
itself for some two years in a demand 
for a form of legislation novel to 
America, which includes direct or in- 
direct fixing of the prices of some farm 


commoities under certain conditions. 
This demand is embodied by the farm 
leaders and farm spokesmen in a bill 
which has had several forms but which 
has always maintained the’ central 
principle, and which has come to be 
known universally in politics as the 
NeNary-Haugen bill, named after Con- 
gressmian Haugen, of Iowa, chairman 
of the house committee on agriculture, 
and Senator McNary, of Oregon. 


The McNary-Haugen bill was press- 
ed in the house last year, was debated 
at greater length than ay other sub- 
ject, was forced to a roll call an@ was 
defeated. Thereupon the bill was ini- 
tiated again, this time in the senate. 
In the senate also it was pushed to a 
roll catl and was defeated. This hap- 
pened last spring. 

Throughout all this i: was known 
that the administration was opposed 
to the McNary-Haugen i:ill—that the 
c.ntral principle of the bill was one 
that President Coolidge probably 
would never sign, even if it should 
have passed congress. 

Congress adjourned about the first 
of last July with the Mc Nary-Haugen 
bill under the shadow of defeat in each 
of tl two houses. Observers in 
Washington pictured President Cooi- 
idge aud his administration as breath- 
ing a sigh of relief. Congress was go- 
ing home; it would not reassemble 
until December. Meantime—this was 
the hape said to be held isy the admin- 
istratiun—-farm conditions might im- 
prove and this most vexatious of the 
administration’s difficulties might dis- 
appear. 

Quife the contrary happened. Farm 
conditions did not materially improve 
in the corn belt, where the acute de- 


mand for the McNary-Haugen Dill 
had come from. In addition to that, 
farm «distress developed im a new quar- 
ter. ‘Throughout the south and parts 
of the southwest cotton dropped from 
a price of about 18 cents a pound, 
which is commonly regarded as about 
the eest of producing cotton, to a price 
of abent 12 cents a pound. The cot- 
ton raisers, like the western farmers, 
saw themselves at a disa‘ivantage com- 
For their 
subordination the cotton raisers and 
the politicians who represent them, 
like the western farmers and their 
representatives, blamed the administra- 
tion, ‘which they charged with follow- 
ing policies more favyorabie to industry 
than to agriculture. So instantly did 
the drop in cotton express itself in 
politics that it is supyosed to have 
been chiefly responsible for the defeat 
of the one republican United States 
senator who came from a cotton-rais- 
ing state and was up for réelection, 
Senater John W. Harreld, of Okla- 
homa.

There were and are difficulties in 
bringing about such an alliance be- 


cause of the differences in the eco- 
nomic status between cotton, on the 
one hand, and most other crops. Most 
other crops are protected by a tariff 
and want tariff protection. Cotton is 
not protected by the tariff and does 
not want tariff protection. This dif- ~ 
ference composes a difficult hurdle in 
efforts to unite the south and west be- 
hind one comprehensive farm bill. 


While efforts were being made to 
unite the democrats of the south and 7 


the republicans of the west behind a 
new adaptation of the McNary-Hau- 
gen bill, there appeared, rather sur- 
prisingly, a wholly new bill aiming 
to cover the farm situation and relieve 
the farm difficulties, both the difficul- 
ties of the south and the difficulties of 
the west. The new bill was introduced 
in the senate by Curtis, and in the 
house by Crisp, who is a democrat 
from Georgia. These two made them- 
selves responsible for the bill. it 
aimed at comprehensive farm relief, 
but on a principle quite different from 
the McNary-Haugen bill. 


The Curtis-Crisp bill, in brief, would 
set up a federal farm board haying 
some analogy to the federal reserve 


banking system. This federal farm 
board, whenever occasion should arise, . 
would create corporations, one cor- 
poration for each farm crop; it would 
loan to these corporations government 
money to the extent of an aggregate 
total of $250,000,000. The corpora- 
tions thus set up, thus financed, would 
step into the market at any time when 
the price of a farm crop seems lower 
than the cost of production. The gov- 
ernment-financed and overnment- 
sponsored corporations would enter the 
market much as a private bull specu- 
lator does in the grain and cotton mar- 
kets. The corporation, with its funds 
from the government, would buy as 
much of the crop as is necessary to 
turn the price upward, or at least to 
arrest the falling price. The corpora- 
tion would store what it buys and 
would hold it until the price should 
go high enough to enable the govern- 
ment purchases to be sold at a profit 
or at least without loss. If anything 
should go wrong and losses should be 
suffered, the loss in the final analysis, 
or at least in certain contingencies, 
would fall on the government. 


This type of legislation, proposed in 
the Curtis-Crisp bill, is very new in 
America. It is as novel as the Me- 
Nary-Haugen bill. But -it differs 
from the MeNary-Haugen bill in that 
the meyer one does not attenipt 
price fixing, y that difference the 
Curtis-Crisp bill is made satisfactory 
to President Coolidge and his admin- 
istration. 

At least this is the assumption. 
President Coolidge has not indorsed 
the Curtis-Crisp bill; neither has any 
member of his administration. But 
the very general gssumption has been 
ti! at President Codlidge would be quite 
willing to sign the Curtis-Crisp bill if 
congress should pass it. Indeed, the 
assumption goes farther. The assump- 
tion says in the shape of gossip and in 
the shape of innuendoes put by mem- 
bers of congress that the Curtis-Crisp 
bill was meant to be, or at least would 
be, a safety exit for the administra- 
tion. The theory was that if the Cur- 
tis-Crisp bill could be passed, the 
president would sign it and the farm 
crisis in politics would be tided over. 

All this went on the assumption 


that the Curtis-Crisp bill would be ac- 
cepted as a compromise by the backers 
of the McNary-Haugen bill and would 
displace the McNary-Haugen bill.

Greasy Hair.

The Only Remedy 


Editor Constitution: If the auto tire 
manufacturers should find something 
out of which to make tires, there will 
be no more cotton fabrics used for 
that purpose, you know what that 
would mean to the south. The only 
practical way to reach the trouble is 
to reduce acreage to cotton at least 40 
per cent and the use of fertilizer 
should be reduced at least 40 per cent. 

I suggest that the governor of each

Meantime what will President Cool- 
idge be doing? It is with him that 
every speculation about the next re- 
publican presidential nomination must 
start. The overwhelming bulk of opin- 
ion and surmise among politicians says 
that Mr. Coolidge is in a reeeptive at- 
titude. toward another nomination. 
That view is overwhelming. One could 
count on one set of fingers the number 
of experienced republican politicians 
who think otherwise. 

And yet, it is always possible Mr. 
Coolidge may do the unexpected. If he 
should be a candidate again he would 
be going against a fairly strong Ameri- 
ean tradition, the legend which says 
not more than eight years for any one 
president. It is quite possible Mr. 
Coolidge may feel as strongly about 
that tradition as any one else. 

It is always possible Mr. Coolidge 
may surprise the country some mornh- 
ing with an announcement like that 
whieh Roosevelt made and also Me- 
Kinley. that he regards the tradition 
as binding. If such an announcement 
is to come at all, an apt time for it 
would be soon after March 4 next. It 
will harly come before, because so 
long as a congress is in session no 
president is likely to abdicate much 
of his influence by announcing he will 
no longer be in a position of power. 

If President Coolidge makes no an- 
nouncement. if the situation continues 
as it is until next fall, then the early 
western conventions and primaries will 
precipitate something. If one state 
says formally it is for Lowden, and if 
Lowden accepts the support, by that 
act theres a contest. 

Lowden would get several western 
and mid-western states. But the ag- 
gregate of the states that would get 
behind Lowden wholly on the basis of 
farm disaffection would not be a frac- 
tion of enough to enable him to defeat 
Coolidge, other things being equal. 
The question would be: Would Low- 
den, seen as an antagonist of Mr. Cool- 
idge, get any considerable number of 
delegates in the east, or elsewhere out- 
side the purely farming territory?

Had our army -been On thie 
ground during the other five-sixths, 
our dead would have numbered 350,- 
000 and our wounded 1,500,000 at 
a cost to our government of some- 
thing like $33,000,000,000, to say 
nothing of the tineountable sorrow 
in the homes of hundreds of thousands 
of bereaved families. To England, 
I'rance, Belgium and Italy, who brave- 
ly gave their men and shouldered the 
grief. the misery and the poverty 
which have been spared wus, what 
have we given in return for their sac- 
rifice? We loaned them léss than 
$10,000,000,000, and “because they 
cannot repay us that amount now, 
we charge them $11,000,000,000 in 
addition to the principal, Twenty- 
one billion dollars! Visualize if you 
can what that means to nations who 
have lost their all. Sixty-two years 
of slavery in the service of generous 
America, 
four years fought with their backs to 
the wall, that they might save lib- 
erty for themselves and the world. 
Could their fate have been worse had 
they been conquered by their enemy, 
than it is now that they are in bend- 
age to their friends? And how does 
this claim of ours measure up to the 
noble attitude of our then president 
who, as spokesman of our people, 
pledged “our lives and fortunes, 
everything we are and everything we 
liave”’ to the prosecution of the war, 
our war? How does it measure up to 
the words of congress when voting 
the credits to the governments en- 
gaged in war with the enemies of the 
United States “for the purpose of 
more effectually providing for the nar 
tional security and defense?” 

We are the richest nation that ever 
inhabited the globe. Mtfch of our 
newly acquired wealth was poured 
into our laps by the millions who 
were fighting, bleeding, dying, that 
they might save at least their chil- 
dren from a like fate. They managed 
to do that little, thanks to the money 
we lent them. They are now strug- 
gling to repair the wreckage in a 
measure, and to get back eon their 
weary feet. Are we who are glatted 
with gold going to ask them to pay 
back with interest the help we extend- 
e* to them? Belgium stood 
ground on a point of honor. She re- 
fused the riehes Germany placed at 
her feet. She was torn to shreds, 
her army annihilated, her commerce 
and industry blasted, her people 
starved and tortured. If ever a 
country was justified in sending a 
bill of damages for defending neigh- 
bors with her body. she was ‘justified 
in sending such a bill to France and 
England. Did she do it? We know 
she did not. She gave what she had. 
and then she borrowed from us, and 
in her extreme i she signed 
the note. We let Hr have $575,- 
000,000, and now we demand that she 
pay back that sum and another $350.-

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cAUCTION BRIDGE —()—

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HEN the play of an Auction 

Bridge hand begins with the 
lead of a small card, a great deal of 
information may be 
| eg Manat oe derived by noting 
ye the size of that 
a is card. This infor- 
mation. is open to 
both the partner of 
the leader and the 
Declarer, and both 
Should seek _ it; 
sometimes it will be 
more helpful to one 
than to the other, but in the long run 
it will be of greater value to the part- 
ner of the leader. The Rule of Eleven, 
so-called, aids in drawing inferences 


from the size of. the card led and in 
placing the cards of the suit higher 
than the one led. The rule may be 
applied when the leader’s fourth best 
is led and, briefly stated, it is this: 
Subtract the number of pips on the 
card led from eleven, and the fe- 
mainder will be the number of cards 
of that suit which are not in the hand 
of the leader. For example; with a 
Six led, six from eleven leaving five, 
both the partner of the leader and the 
Declarer could tell that there are five 
cards higher than the Six which are 
not in the hand of the leader; and 
each of them, seeing the Dummy and 
his own hand and knowing how many 
of those five were in those two hands, 
could tell the exact number in the un- 
Seen hand. As examples of the 


enormous advantage to be derived 
from applying the Rule of Eleven to 
the lead of the fourth best, I will give 
two hands. In No. 1, suppose that 


Spades be the trump, that the original 
lead be the Four of Hearts, that Dum- 
my hold in Hearts Jack-7-6 and that 
Third Hand hold in Hearts King-9-8. 
Third Hand, by subtracting four from 
eleven, would find that seven Hearts, 
higher than the Four were out against 
the leader. He would see six of the 
seven in his own hand and Dummy 
and therefore would know that only 
one of the seven was in the Closed 
Hand. In this case,’ moreover, he 
would be able to carry his inference- 
drawing very much further. Appre- 
ciating that against a suit declaration, 
the initial leader seldom if ever leads 
away from an Ace, he would know 
that the one. Heart’in the Closed 
Hand higher than the Four must be 


, the Ace; and consequently that the 


lead must have been from Queen-10- 
5-4. If Dummy play -the Six, Third 


Hand, with perfect safety, could play 
his Eight and keep Declarer from 


making Dummy’s Jack a winner, as 
easily could have been done had the 
King been played by Third Hand on 


~ the first trick. 


As a second example of what the 
fourth best lead and the Rule of 
Eleven may produce, let us suppose 
that the contract is No Trump; that a 


Seven (of any suit is led; that the 
Dummy holds King-5-4, playing the 
Four; that the Third Hand has Ace- 
Jack-9-3. In this case, subtracting 
seven from eleven and finding four 
cards higher than the Seven in his 
own hand and the Dummy hand, the 
Third Hand knows that the Closed 
Hand has no card higher than the 
Seven. and, as the Seven must win 
the trick, it is perfectly safe for him 


to play the Three; also that his part- 
ner will then lead again through the 


King, enabling him to catch the King 
and clear up the suit. 

It is not only by the use of the Rule 
of Eleven that important information 
is derived by both Third Hand and 


‘Closed Hand from the original lead of 


a small card. It is often very im- 
portant for both players to know— 
especially when a No Trump is being 
played—the exact length of the 
leader in the suit led, and the card 
originally led often will enable an im- 
mediate determination of this; and 
when it does not enable an immedi- 
ate determination, the information 
generally will be obtained not later 
than the second round. 

The way in which the small card 
gives this information. is really very 
simple and when players once become 
accustomed to draw inference from it 
they do so without effort. The. initial 
lead of a small card against a No 
Trump contract is always the fourth 


best, showing that the leader hold¢ 
three cards higher than the card led; 
furthermore, the lead is always from 
the leader’s longest suit, and before 
the lead the chances are #bout two to 
one that a suit longer than four cards 
will be opened and consequently that 
the leader will have one or more cards 
which are lower than the card led. 
The lead of a Deuce at once shows 
that it is from a four-card suit, as 
there is no smaller card than the 
Deuce. The same inference can be 
drawn when a card higher, than the 
Deuce is led and all the. lower cards 
are in sight; for example, a Five led, 
Four-Three in the Dummy, and Deuce 
in the hand of the player drawing the 
inference. When there is one missing 
card led, it probably is in the hand 
of the leader, and in that case the 
leader probably has opened a five- 
card suit; although of course if that 
card subsequently be played from the 
unseen hand, then the leader has 
opened a four-card suit. When there 
are two missing cards, it is almost cer- 
tain that the leader has opened a five- 
card suit and it jis quite possible that 
he has opened a six-card suit. Draw- 
ing these inferences and using them 
in the play it apt to prove of the 
greatest value, and all players who 
have not been accustomer to utilizing 
in full the information given by the 


lead of a small card, are urged to do 


so in the future.

The explanation 
-of this is simple 
enough; one has 
‘only to study the 
nature of the crime 
_of murder to under- 
stand how difficult 
‘it is for. justice «to 
triumph once it has 
failed. 


‘One cannot go 
about solving a murder mystery, for 
instance, as one goes about solving a 
big robbery. Murder is usually not 
the crime of a habitual criminal. 
Criminologists agree that murder is a 
crime any more or less normal per- 
son might commit given the proper 
circumstances of desperation and pas- 
‘sion. This makes it a difficult thing 
to handle right at the start. 

Non-Professional Crime. 

Murdérers have no criminal past; 
the police cannot look up their files 
to see if this was the sort of murder 
so-and-so might have committed. 
Neither can the officers descend into 
the underworld and question their un- 
derworld informants; the chances are 
that this particular murderer wouldn’t 
have anything to do with a criminal.

Murderers have no pals to betray 
them, as a rule, and they cannot be 
depended upon to kill again as a roh- 
er may be depended upon to rob 
again. 

The impulse to kill, nine times out 
of ten, is a flame that burns but once. 
When the murder is done the flame 
is dead. 

Which is the chief reason why we 
have such an imposing array of mur- 
der mysteries. From the standpoint 
of detection and justice, murder is the 
crime of crimes simply because of this 
fact that the deed is so often commit-

ted by non-professionals.- If the 
events leading up to the crime and the 
actual clews at the scene lead no- 
where, then justice, is usually ready 
for the wheelchair. 


Blamed Mrs. Mills. 


The chances of justice 
in the Hall-Mills case, it is 
agreed, would have been 
much better if the bodies 
of the Rev. Edward W. 
Hall and Mrs. Eleanor 
Mills had been discovered 
sooner ‘than they were, 
though it is a question 
whether that would have 
helped enough to fasten 
the crime upon 
the perpetrators. 
The two were 
Shot to death 
September 14, 
1922; the bodies 
were not found 
until the morn- 
ing of September 16, some 
thirty-eight hours later. 


Thirty-eight hours means 
a lot to a detective; it means 
a lot, as well, to a murderer 
anxious to destroy incrim- 
inating evidence, and who 
wishes to compose himself 
for a possible examination. 

Had an intelligent detec- 
tive been on the scene in De 
Russey’s lane, and else- 
where, the morning after the mur- 
ders it is reasonabie to assume that 
-he might have found some interest- 
ing clews. As it was,-there was prac- 
tically nothing to base anything on 
but the manner of the deaths, the ar- 
rangement of the bodies, the scatter- 
ing of the letters, and the ‘placing of

the rector’s calling card against his 
heel. 

All the circumstances at the scene 
seemed to indicate that the murders 
had been committed by a jealous or 
outraged person, one possibly who re- 
garded the illicit love affair as an af- 
front against public decency and who 
wished to: make a les- 
son of the pair. The 
blame for the disgrace 
seemed to have been 
placed upon Mrs. 
Mills, for her throat 
was slit from ear to 
ear, her tongue had 
been cut out, and no 
attempt had. been 
made to smooth out 
her rumpled clothing. 

The body of Hall, 
on the other hand, 
seemed to have been 
treated with the ut- 
most respect. It seem- 
ed as though the mur- 
derer had left a mes- 
sage: “Here is the 
Rev. Edward Hall, a man of God, and 
here is the woman who soiled ‘him. 
She lured him into shame by her 
charms and her silvery voice, and so 
I have cut the throat and removed 
the tongue that she may never sing 
nor speak to him again.’’: 


Four years ago the authorities con- 


~ 


Sidered the evidence and decided it - 


was not sufficient to warrant accusa- 
tions against any one. Suspicion had 
pointed to the rector’s wealthy wife, 
Mrs. Frances Hall, and her brothers, 
Willie and Henry Stevens, but the 
case against them was slim, about the 
only adverse testimogy being that of 
Mrs. Jane Gibson, the farm woman, 
who never seemed to tell the same 
story twice. 

Nevertheless there were loud out- 
cries against this decision, and plenty 
of stories to the effect that the Stev- 
ens wealth had influenced justice. But 
finally the. Hall-Mills case passed out 
of the news, and it was marked down 
on the record as a mystery. Now, 
within recent months, we have seen 
the case revived and culminate in a 


trial, with Mrs. Hall and her brothers 
as the defendants. And still it is a 
mystery. 


That these three defendants will 
ever be accused again seems unlikely. 
The flame of hatred, jealousy, out- 
rage—whatever it was that caused 
these murders—is not likely to flare 
again. - And to expect that some one 
is going some day to feel conscience- 
Stricken and pour out the real story 
of the crime—well, what do you 
think ?

and Elwell — — sat 
down to read the let- 
ters. He never got up. 

At 8:30 o’clock 
Mrs. Marie Larsen, his 
housekeeper, entered 
the house and found 
her employer slumped 
in his chair in the re- 
ception room, a bul- 
let through his head. 
In his hand was a let- 
ter he had been read- 
ing. No gun was 
found and no clews.

but he had a room specially fitted out 
for his temporary fair Companions, 
with wardrobes, etc. And there were 
three keys always under the mat. 


Though suspicion hovered over 
the heads of quite a number of wom- 
en, as well as various Broadway ¢har- 
acters who might have wanted to re- 
move Elwell from the world, no real 
case was ever made out against any 
one. There were speculations about 
beautiful veiled women, of girls who 
had been wronged, or outraged moth- 
ers and lovers. All evaporated into 
thin air. 

Stull a Mystery. 
The Ward-Peters case was another 
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in which a revival of the first unsatis- 
factory investigation landed the au- 
thorities nowhere in their efforts to 
solve the mystery save for a sense of 
duty well done. In this instance the 
mystery does not concern the identity 
of the slayer, but the real story in 
back of the slaying. _The story has 
never been told, despite the fact that 
the slayer was ultimately tried in a 
court of law and acquitted. 


The body of Clarence Peters was 
found one day in May, 1922, shot to 
death in a lonely spot near Kensico 
reservoir in Westchester. During the 
jevestigation of the crime, attorneys 
for Walter S. Ward, son of the mil- 
lionaire baking, magnate, issued a 
statement announcing that Peters had 
been shot by 
Ward, that the 
shooiing was in 
self - defense, 
and that the 
battle had de- 
veloped after 
Peters had de- 
manded_ black- 


mail.

mail for? That 
was something 
Ward couldn’t 
reveal, he said.

the investigation after the death end- 
ed nowhere. There was no indict- 
ment and no trial. The son of the 
Ward millions was not disturbed. 

More than a year iti however, 
newspaper

ments appeared 
q ues tionable. 
For one thing, 
it had been dis- 
covered that 
there had been 
no evidence of 
a pistol battle 
in connection 
with the death 
Of the young 
ne’er - do - well 
sailor. As with 
the New Bruns- 
wick case, there 
were reports to 
the effect that 
the. Ware 
wealth had still- 
ed the voice of 
justice. 

Finally Wal- 
ter Ward was 
tried. He held 
to his story that 
he had_ killed 
Peters in self- 
defense and 
that there had 
been a_ pistol 
duel due to a 
demand for 
blackmail. For 
what did Peters 
seek black- 
mail? The de- 
fendant refused 
to tell, though he gave the impression 
that it involved something very hon- 
orable. The jury set him free.

If the primary mo- 
tive in each instance was robbery the 
chances are considered much better 
than if the motive was one of passion. 
It has been said that both young wom- 
en were the victims of the same gang 
of jewel thieves. 

Dorothy King was _ chloroformed 
in her apartment ia West 57th street, 
Manhattan, early in the morning of 
March 15, 1923. The body, clad

theory that blackmailers had sought 
to get $100,000, from Mitchell and 
that Mitchell’s’ girl friend was killed 
by some one who wanted to get the 
letters the wealthy blue-blood had 
written her. 

Albert Guimares, the girl’s favorite 
young man, was taken into custody 
ona technical charge ot having a pis- 
tol in his possession, but was later

released. On top of this came the 
appearance of another notable in the 
case—Draper M. Daugherty, son of 
the attorney general of the United 
States. He accused Francis Keenan, 
the murdered girl’s brother, of try- 
ing to blackmail him in. connection 
with the case. 

But Daugherty, before long was 
committed to a’ sanitarium as a ha- 
bitual drunkard. 

And the mystery of who killed and 
robbed Dorothy King remained unex- 
plained. 

Knew Her Life. 

Louise Lawson, another good-look- 
ing plaything of wealthy men, was 
killed by some one who had figured 
out the situation very thoroughly. 
Whoever planned to rob her knew, 
for instance, that she often received 
gifts of liquor and that these were 
usually delivered early in the morn- 
ing. They knew that she was ex- 
pecting liquor, that she would be 
alone, and that her maid would not 
appear until 10 o’clock. 

The result was that when two men 
appeared before Thomas Kane, ele- 
vator operator in the apartment in 
West 72d street, just before 8 o’clock 
the morning of February 8, 1924, 
they did not hesitate but entered the 
elevator and said casually, as though 
they had said it many times. before, 
“Fifth floor—Miss Lawson.”’ The op- 
erator took them up without ques- 
tion. 

A few minutes later one of the 
men took the elevator down from the 
fifth floor. The second did not use 
the elevator, but came down the stair- 
way—though nobody saw _ him 
descend. 

The screams of the maid two hours 
later aroused the occupants of the 
building and presently the police 
were at work. Miss Lawson had been 
strangled to death after a terrific fight 
for her life and thousands of dollars 
worth of jewels had been stolen. The 
detectives could find no clews. 

Ferocious Killings. 

Among other tokens linking the 
girl with various prominent men were 
letters signed ‘‘Jerry,’’ and a picture, 
“To Louise from Jerry.”” Who was 
Jerry? He turned out to be Gerhard 
M. Dahl, married and the head of a 
socially prominent family, not to 
mention the Brooklyn - Manhattan 
Subway system. 

But Dahl couldn’t give any clew 
to the possible murderer. Nor could 
any one else. And this case, too, 
went into the city’s dark storehouse 
of mysteries, 


Of all the recent failures of justice - 
perhaps the most regrettable were 
the failures to find the murderers of 
Florence Kane and Christine Hervish, 
two separate cases, but similar in es- 
sential respects and marked by the 
utter ferocity of the. killers. 


Miss Kane, a splendid type of 
young woman, who helped keep to- 
gether her mother’s household by 
working as a clerk in New York, had 
been to the theater with a group of 
other young women the evening of 
May 28, 1925. She was the sort of 
girl who scorns the protection of a 
male escort at night, and so she start- 
ed for her home in Brooklyn alone 
from the subway station. 


As dawn was breaking a milkman 
discovered the body in a vacant lot 
within sight of the Kane home, She 
had been beaten to death—why, no 
one knows. Scores of detectives 
worked on the case, but never got 
anywhere. Justice, which would 
have relished the business of attend- 
ing to this girl’s slayer, never had 
the chance. 

Died fa teaak ee SS 

Young Christine Hervish, a ‘“‘good 
girl,’’ to use the phrase of the physi- 
cian who performed the autopsy, 
elected to go home alone Thanksgiv- 
ing night four years ago from her 
uncle’s home in East Rutherford, N. 


J. The following morning her broken 


body was found on the grounds of 
the Roehrs nursery in Wallington. 
The evidence was that she had died 
defending her honor. 

Will justice ever discover who kill- 
ed her? 

Will justite ever discover who 
killed William Clark, Janet Lawrence, 
Howard Rothenberg? 


Clark was killed one night last 
year as he was about to enter, or just 
after he had entered, the garage be- 
side his home in Hillsdale, N. J. His 
wife and mother-in-law sat in the car 
but, so far as we know, saw nothing. 
Joseph Cowen who had been seeing 
a lot of Mrs. Clark, was tried for the 
murder and acquitted. 


Janet Lawrence, a child of 11 
years, was attacked by a fiend in 
woods near her home at Madison, N. 
J., five years ago. Her body bore 
thirty ugly knife wounds and a‘hand- 
kerchief had been’ twisted cruelly 
around her neck. Suspicion fell upon 
Francis Kluxen, overgrown boy of 16, 
who had been seen playing in the 
same woods with a little girl. .He, 
too, was tried and acquitted. 


Howard Rothenberg, seven-year- 
old son of a Newark, N. J., hat man- 
ufacturer, was choked to death early 
one morning three years ago while 
summering in the Catskills with his 
mother. The young district attorney 
who handled the case had never had 
any previous experience of the kind 
and a great many mistakes were 
made. After some months the boy’s 
mother, his aunt and a man were in- 
dicted, the theory being that the child 
had seen something going on and had 
been killed to insure secrecy. The in- 
dictments were quashed. 


One might go on endlessly, citing 
these failures of justice in murders of 
recent years. In some of them evi- 
dence points to particular persons, but 
the evidence is not sufficient. In 
others. there is no evidence, only 
mystery. 

Thus we have quite an array of 
murderers at large. They walk the 
Streets: free as the air.they breathe. 
We see them and-we speak to them, 
but we do not know their secret. 


And neither does Humpty-Dumpty, 
Justice.

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HOW TO MAKE AN INDIAN 
SLED. 


The Esquimaux and Indians are ac- 
customed to utilizing materials at 
hand for their various. needs. Some 
of them have become unusually skilled 
in shaping practical, if crude, articles

One of the ideas which can be used 
for toting loads considerable distances 
over snow or ice, is the Indian sled 
shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tion. 


The frame consists of two long,

made from willow poles 


slender saplings of equal length and 
size. The tips rest upon the ground 
while the large ends form handholds 
when ‘completed. These saplings are 
held two feet apart by braces, which 
consist of shorter sticks set squarely 
across the runners.and also diagonally 
to ensure adequate bracing. Copper 
wire should be used in place of nails 
to give the sied fiexibility.

Daniel Boone was one of the brav- 
est of those early settlers of the Brit- 
ish colonies in America who _ene- 
trated vast wildernesses, fought with 


‘hostile Indians, and faced death daily. 


He was brought up amid the hard- 
ships of the frontier, when boys had 
to show a mans courage and do a 
mans work. 

The new country aft this time was 
full of trouble. There was bitter hos- 
tility between the English and 
French, the French being helped by 
the Indians. Braddock was making 
his campaign against the French, and 
the war seemed in the air everywhere. 

Daniel Boone was a_sturdy 
strong for his age, and fond of ad- 
venture. He saw an opportunity to 
satisfy this desire by joining thé army 
of DBraddock, and he aecordingly of 
fered his services, These were ac

cepted and he was made chief wag- 
oner and blacksmith. 

Braddock later was ambushed by 
hostile redskins fighting under the di- 
rection of French officers, and in the 
general route which followed a large 
number of British soldiers were killed.

SSAYS on Nationalism,” by 
Carlton J. H. Hayes, professor 
of history in Columbia University, 
3 The MacMiilan 
company, publish- 
ers. Price $3.00: 
In these . essays 
Professor Hayes 
discusses Certain 
important factors 
in nationalistic feel- 
ing. today. He re- 
gards nationalism 
as a combination of 
_ patriotism and the 
sense of national- 
ity, and while he 
admits that-there is 
much good in it, 
still he finds in the nationalistic spirit 
the main source of intolerance, mili- 
tarism and war. He makes some strik- 
ing criticisms of our various manifes- 
tations of this nationalistic spirit and 
urges, in his concluding chapter: “Let 
us frankly acknowledge that there 
are faults in contemporary national- 
ism, and let us sincerely endeavor to 
remedy such faults by combining our 
nationalism with internationalism, by 
tempering our national loyalty with 
an honest and reasoned respect for all 
other nationalities.”

Professor Hayes has given us a 
volume which is very pertinent to our 
present situation. Some jingo poli- 
ticians in opposing the world court 
and making an appeal to the prejudice 
of provincialism would find no sup- 
port in the facts about world relation- 
ships which the author dispassionate- 
ly sets forth. The author describes 
the rise of nationalism, a _ process 
which anyone must know to under- 
stand anything of the philosophy of 
history. 

Nationalism has supplemented 
other forms of appeal as a motive 
power for war, 
| The author writes: “Nationalism as 
a\religion inculcates neither charity 
nor justice; it is proud, not humble; 
and it signally fails to universalize hu- 
man aims. It repudiates the revolu- 
tionary message of St. Paul, and pro- 
claims anew the primitive doctrine 
that there shall be Jew and Greek; 
only that now there shall be Jew and 
Greek more quintesSentially than 
ever. Nationalism’s kingdom is frank- 
ly of this world and its attainment in- 
volves tribal selfishness and vain- 
glory, a particularly ignorant and ty- 
rannical intolerance—and War. 

It is our contention that in recent 
times nationalism has been substituted 
for other religions as the impelting 
source and object of that idealism 
which renders war popular. And such 
a substitute must be taken into ac- 
count in any attempt to explain the 
modern intensification of war. 

Now as always, ordinary citizens do 
not lay down their lives for direct 


“Nationalism, 


financial gain; they make the supreme 
sacrifice only for an ideal. 

Such an ideal in its latest and most 
fearful form, is held up by national- 
ism. 

A very harmful delusion is the con- 
fusion of nationalism, militarism and 
patriotism as synonymous terms. 

There is the inevitability and justi- 
fication of a normal but not of a 
spurious jingoistic nationalism. 

Professor John Watson has force- 
fully expressed the true ideal: “The 
feeling of loyalty must be sublimated 
into a form of patriotism which com- 
bines the most intense love of coun- 
try with the desire to ‘do justice to 
other nations. There are tasks enough 
for men to do without wasting their 
emotions on evil feeling against the 
citizens of other nations, and really 
vigorous life is not to be expected 
from those whose devotion to hu- 
manity makes them indifferent to the 
immediate problems of their own 
country. The union of love of coun- 
try with devotion to the cause of hu- 
manity is the true ideal, and neither 
a selfish patriotism nor a vague hu- 
manitarism that. leads to nothing but 
neglect of the duty that lies nearest.” 

It is difficult to understand that 
type of obscurantism which cannot 
see the new problems of our new day 
and which is totally blind to the signs 
of the times. Our own nation would 
be very much more certain of safety 
and progress if we could deport not 
only a few undesirable foreigners, but 
also a large number of politicians who 
are boastful of one hundred per cent 
Americanism, and who earnestly en- 
deavor to thwart every movement to- 


wards a better international under- 
standing, and relationship. | 
. The author concludes his illuminat- 
ing study with the strong words: “To 
urge the mitigation of nationalism and 
the propagation of internationalism is 
not to decry patriotism. Rather it is 
to purify and exalt true patriotism. 
Nationalism is partly love of country, 
but chiefly. something else. Nation- 
alism is a proud and boasiful habit of 
mind about one’s own nation, accom- 
panied by a supercilious or hostile at- 
titude toward other nations; it admits 
that individual citizens of one’s coun- 
try may do wrong, but it insists. that 
one’s nationality or national ‘state is 
always right. Nationalism is either 
ignorant and prejudicial or inhuman 
and jaundiced; in both cases it is a 
form of mania, a kind of extended 
and exaggerated egotism, and it has 
easily recognizable symptoms of self- 
ishness, intolerance and jingoism, m- 
dicating the delusions of grandeur 
from which it suffers. Nationalism is 
artificial and it is far from ennobling; 
in a word it is patriotic snobbery. — 

True patriotism, on the other hand, 
involves humility. If we really love 
our country we shall be bowed in hu- 
mility in its presence and in its sagv- 
ice, and in humble fashion we shall 
labor to bring to it all the blessings 
and hepes of humanity and to pro- 
mote the happiness and well-being of 
all its citizens. We shall be so intent 
upon improving our country, spiritual- 
ly, intellectually and physically, and 
upon making it a fit habjtation for fel- 
low human beings that we shall not 
have the time or the inclination to at- 


tack other countries or other peoples 
in thought, word or deed.”

HE “Church at Vetheiul.” 
now the property of the Lux- 
.embourg Museunt in Paris, 
was’ painted. -by “Claude 
ote Monet; noted French im pres- 
sionist; who lived in our day, 
and who survived all the other great 
artists whose names. are conected 
with this series. Death claimed the 
dean of French nature depicters on 
Decenrber 5, 1926, at his home in 
Giverny, France. His life-long friend, 
Georges Clemenceau; was at his bed- 
Side and was overcome with grief. 


In the latter part of the 19th cen- 
tury. there lived in France a_ little 
group of-artists who called themselves 
“Impressionists.” Their style was 
called “the anarcliy of painting,” and 
they were accused of violating the 
Sacred rules of art. A word of ex- 
planation seems in ordef—an impres- 
sionist is one whose fundamental idea 


is to render the immediate sense’ im- 
pression of the artist without minute 
They regarded detail as 
superfluous. 


analysis. 


The most aggressive of this group 


was Claude Monet. From the very 


first he was true to his’convictions— 
never wavered from his ideal—ac- 
cepted the rebuffs of his critics with a 
smile—endured the contumely of 
those who did not understand. 
worst enemies are those who pose as 
friends. But Monet forgave them all. 


“To forgive is divine.”” The march 
of genius is neither, pleasant nor easy. 
The itinerary is strewn with thorns— 
the cross is heavy, and the trail is 
marked by blood. 

History is full of good examples. 
A Galilean nailed to the cross rather 
than modify His preaching. of divine 
salvation bestows His blessing upon 
the thief with whom He was crucified; 
and Bruno, burned to the stake rather 
than deny the magnificent truths he 
taught, sought to kiss the fagots ere 
tlkey reduced his body to ashes. Veri- 


ly, he is a man, who in fighting and. 


dying for his principles has the heart 
to forgive those who ridiculed! The 
pathway of genius is hedged on either 


Our > 


side by trials and disappointments. 
The story of Impressionism is the 


life history of Claude Monet. Almost 
single-handed, he lifted the School of 
Impressionism from disrepute to a 
lofty and prominent place in the cat- 
alogue of art. His style was different 
—peculiar, but forceful and full of 
meaning. His works are greatly in- 
fluencing the 20th century artists. 

In 1840, the year that death claim- 
ed Paganini, recognized as the most 
wonderful violinist the world had yet 
known, Monet was born in Havre: His 
early youth was much like that of any 
other boy. He learned little in school 
principally because too much of his 
time was engaged in making drawings 
in the school books. Teachers, friends 
and parents pleaded and advised but 


to no avail—the boy was a dullard,. 


and such a classification is not suscep- 
tible to reform. : 

He spent hours in the Louvre in- 
Specting -the treasures of masters 
gone, but none seemed to inspire him 
to imitation. . So he started out to 
create his own style. Monet was an 
open air painter; the idly drifting 
clouds in the sky; the grass, green and 
covered with dew; the trees heavy 
with foliage—the sea spotted with 


whitecaps—and rivers with their ed- 
dying waters—all were a paradise to 


him. The man was ambitious, kind 
and tolerant. He had artistic temper- 


ament without its faults. Many artists sof 
work only when the inspiration urges 4mn 
them, but not so with Monet, he had, Y°4U 


regular “‘office’’ hours. 

Monet achieved fame while critics 
were predicting failure. To prohibit 
is to create a desire: “It can’t be 
done,’’ and similar negations give im- 
petus to the machinery of genius, and 
behold! the impossible crumbles. 
Monet reasoned and shaped _ his 
thoughts wisely and had the strength 
and vision and ability to express them 
on canvas. Fame to him was not 
posthumous and future years will 
definitely associate his name with the 
great masters of other centuries.

These saplings are 
held two feet apart by braces, which 
consist of shorter sticks set squarely 
across the runners-and also diagonally 
to ensure adequate bracing. Copper 
wire should be used in place of nails 
to give the sled flexibility. 

If the distance to be covered is 
considerable, a light shoulder strap 
made of leather or rope can be con- 
structed so that the sled can be pulled 
— the shoulders, leaving the hands 
ree,

Daniel Boone Fought 


In Braddock’s Army 


Daniel Boone was one of the brav- 
est of those early settlers of the Brit- 
colonies in America who  ene- 


hostile Indians, and faced death daily. 
He was brought up amid the hard- 
ships of the frontier, when boys had 
to show a mans courage and do a 
man's work.

tility between the English and

Color Instructions 


This picture will take a finer brush than the 
last two or three. 

The trees have to be brown and so does the 
earth on the side of the grave. The stones which 


_ form the facade of the graves are a light gray with 


a darker gray for the entrance. 
The pottery should be a light yellow or orange 
and the road a light brown. 


After all, painting and drawing is merely telling 
stories with lines instead of with words and if you 
can make your yarn acceptable and plausible to 
your friends, then you haye done your job and have 
done it well. What I would do under the circum- 
stances is this: | would dip my brush into the tube 
of green paint and I would follow the black lines 
of the low hills and I would “indicate” where the 
grass was rather than shout from the housetops, 
“This is grass. Lookit! It is all green, and there- 
fore it is grass!” 3 

You can try this system with every item in 
the picture. You can outline the pots and pans 
with orange and not cover them entirely with that 
color. You can outline the grave with a thin gray 
line rather than make it one black mass. Some 
people do not like this at all but there are as many 
tastes and opinions in the realm of art as there are 
people in the ethnographic statistics of the World’s 
Almanac. In such matters since you cannot possibly 
hope to please every one, it is just as well to please 
yourself. ; 

And for good measure give the Romans red 
Shields. That will make a pleasant and bright spot 
of color in the background and will add a touch of 
gaiety to the entire picture. 


ee 
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HESE strange graves which are found 
all over central Italy are a great deal 
of a mystery. We know who built 
them, or rather who dug them, in the 
low hillsides of central and northern 
Italy. But that is about all, and 

the name “Etruscans” retains: something close- 
ly akin to mystery. 

The Etruscans (the name survives in the 
modern word “Tuscany”’) weré a race of white 
people which lived in the neighborhood of 
Rome and had business dealings with the 
Greeks and the Carthaginians long before 
Rome was ever heard of. In the beginning at 
least they were good fighters, for they con- 
quered all the territory that belongedto Rome 
and furthermore they fought Carthage to a 
standstill and made a treaty whereby these 
Semitic and European rivals divided the trade 
of the western Mediterranean entirely between 
themselves and agreed to keep all other mer- 
chants out of their private little sea. 


But against the political shrewdness of 
Rome they were helpless and the same Etrus- 
cans who once upon a time dwelled in the royal 


- palace of Rome finally were forced to make 


peace with their Roman neighbors upon such 
terms as pleased the conquerors and which 
made the land of Etruria part of the Roman 
domains. 

Their influence, however, upon Roman 
history continued for centuries afterwards. 

It is undoubtedly true that the Romans 
were among the greatest of all political or- 
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ganizers. They were the big executives of 
the ancient world and in one way or another 
our own lives are still touched by the labors 
of those old inhabitants of the Tiber valley. 
But when it came to the sciences and the arts 
and to literature and sculpture and painting, 
the Romans just were nowhere at all and had 
to borrow everything from their neighbors or 
from the people whom they had incorporated 
into their own empire. Indeed, it is becoming 
more and more evident that what we call 


Roman civilization was really a mixture of 
Etruscan and Greek civilization and that the 
Romans alone would never have passed be- 
yond a very primitive form of culture. 

Today the museums of Italy are full of 
rare bits of Etruscan pottery and beautiful 

~ worked little statues, done in terra cotta. Some 

claim that these were of Greek origin but even 
so they show a-certain sense of high artistic 
appreciation on the part of the buyers. 

Furthermore, while it is not certain fhat 
the Etruscans were the first to solve the prob- 
lem of building stone arches, there is every 
reason to suppose that as masons they were 
among the earliest and greatest of the Eu- 
ropean builders and architects. 

Their lack of political ability however 
proved fatal.
